From Fortress Monroe. The following is 
a summary of a letter recently received from a 
Boston mechanic employed under direction of 
Osgood Eaton, Esq., of this city, at Fortress 
Monroe. 

- Fortkes9 Monroe, Va., July 15,1S61. 
Friend TV.: There is nothing very stirnng go¬ 
ing on hero at present. Things seem to be work¬ 
ing smoothly and no one appears to he iu a hur¬ 
ry, hut all are hu*y. Great quantities of stores, 
arms, camp furniture, horses and mules arrive 
daily. This, in connection with the providing of 
water, which is an element altogether too scarce 
for a post of this importance, makes work enough 
to keep all employed. Tho only supply of water 
thus far within tho walls of the Fortress has been 
from cisterns filled by rain. Tho Artesian well in 
process has reached about 300 feet, hut no water. 
At 120 feet a bed of coral was struck, of which I 
have some small specimens. At 232 fcetqualmug 
shells as large as saucers were brought up, and 
still they are raising shells and sand. Tod- y 
your fiicnd E. and myself have been at wont 
building a platform for a machine for condensing 
suit water. It is an English invention, said to 
have cost $5000, and it is claimed will produce 
1000 gallons of good water in 2J hours. It will 
he a valuable addition if it dees all or near what 
is j>roniised for it. 

Yesterday I was up at Hampton, working on a 
bridgo that is to take the pJ.u-o of one burnt at 
that place by the rebels. It is about 000 feet long, 
and on the ciid towaid the fortress a battery of 
32-pounders was pliced so as perfectly to com¬ 
mand it. About half a mile from the other end 
is another lighter buttery, facing toward the coun¬ 
try beyond. Ten miles from the bridge the rebels 
arc encamped in force. So >ou see wo should 
have had ample time to have made a good start 
for a run toward home in case of any probability 
of attack. Hampton is a beautiful place, though 
with much irregularity of surface. Somo tine 
residences,.but tho majority are old, and need a 
carpenter's services very much. Most of the in¬ 
habitants have deserted the place, and their 
houses are occupied by the 3J an J *ith Massachu¬ 
setts regiments, who will start, one tomorrow aud 
tho other next day, for home,—and they seem 
much pleased at tho prospect, too. Baker's Cali¬ 
fornia Regiment take their place. 

Vi\ II. Bussell of tho Loudon Times was here 
yesterday and visited our bridge. I wonder if it 
reminded him of London bridge. {?) lie inspect¬ 
ed it quite closely. 

I perceive that you at homo are complaining of 
warm weather. It can be nothing to what wo 
have here, hut it is not variable, and wo have got 
accustomed to it, I luivo not had a cold or any¬ 
thing of the sort since I have been hero, and all 
our men arc in the average health. It is as uncer¬ 
tain how long we shall remain as when we first 
arrived. There is constant demand for our ser¬ 
vices, and wo work almost without cessation ex¬ 
cept to sleep and eat.

Washington, 21 st. It is not doubted hero in 
military quarters that Gen. Johnston was enabled 
to effect a junction with Gon. Beauregard somo 
time yesterday. 

The New York 37th passed into Virginia this 
morning. 

Orders to move yesterday evening were coun- 
teimanded until early this morning, oar troops in 
the meantime cutting a road through tho woods 
in Older to flank the enemy’s batteries. 

The Secretary of War has received a despatch 
that fighting was renewed at Bull's Ruu this 
morning. Our troops engaged the enemy with a 
large force, silenced their batteries, and drovotho 
rebels to the Juuctiou. The city of Washington 
is wild with joy. 

Firing was heard in this city today, from tho 
diiection of Bull's Run, from 11 until about 3 
o'clock. Tiiete was then a cessation until nearly 
5 o'clock, and at 7 this evening the reverberation 
of cannon is still heard. 

A geniltinun arrived tonight says that at threo 
o'clock this afternoon tho 2d and 3d New Jersey 
regiments were ordered to march forward from 
Vienna. The First Regiment were sending back 
their baggage to Camp Trenton. Other troops 
were hurrying forward to the scene of hostilities, 

I and there was much military excitement and bus¬ 
tle in the direction of all the‘camps. 

The cannonading can occasionally bo heard in 
WaHiington from Georgetown Heights. 

Tiie headquarters of the army is inaccessible 
tonight, the President and Cabinet beiog private¬ 
ly with Gen. Scott and stuff and oilier distinguish¬ 
ed gentlemen. 

TLcro is most intense excitement existing 
throughout the city of Washington to hoar fur¬ 
ther 1'iom the field of battle. Every returning 
spectator of events is immediately surrounded 
and compelled to relate his observations. The 
many unuuthemiented rumors which prevail 
serve to contuse the truth. 

The smoke of the battle could he seen from em¬ 
inences in Washington. 

A number of members of Congress, and ovou 
ladies went to the neighborhood of Bull's Run .to 
witness the battle. One of them reports that 
Col. Hunter of the 3d cavalry, acting as Major 
General, was mortally wounded. 

It is stated with confidence in all quarters that 
Col. Cameron of tho 79th New York regiment, 
hi other of the Secretary of War, and Col. Slocuru 
of the 2d R. I. regiment, were killed. 

SECOND DESPATCH. 

A most severe battle was fought today at Bull's 
Run bridge. The conflict was desperate, lasting 
nine hours. The programme as stated in our first 
despatch was carried out, uutil our troop3 met 
with a succession of masked batteries, which 
attacked with vigor and success, after a severe 
loss of life. 

Our troops advanced as follows. Col. Richard¬ 
son, who distinguished himself in the previous 
engagement, proceeded on the left, with four reg¬ 
iments of the Fourth Brigade to bold battery on 
the bill, on the Warrcuton road, in the vicinity of 
the place where the last battle was fought. The 
flank movements were described in our first des¬ 
patch. 

Gens. Schcnck's and Sherman's brigades of 
Gen. Tyler's column advanced by tho Warronton 
road, while Ueintzclmnn's and Hunter's divisions 
took the fork of the Warrentoo road to move be¬ 
tween Bull’s Run and Manassas Junction, Keyes's 
brigade remaining at Centreville. 

information was received by Gen. Tyler's com¬ 
mand of the existence of the enemy's battery 
commanding tho road, and our troops formed in 
order of battle array. Tbo Second New York 
and First Ohio on tho left, and the Second Ohio 
and Second Wisconsin, and Seventy-ninth, Thir¬ 
teenth and Sixty-ninth New York on the right. 
Col. Miles followed in the rear. 

The first range gun was fired by Sherman's 
battery at 10 minutes to 7 o'clock. 

The*rebels did not return his shot until an hour 
and a half afterwards. When Hunter’s Division 
came up the battle became general. Col. Hunter's 
movement to gain the rear was almost a success. 
The enemy's position was opened upon by Carl¬ 
isle's howitzers, followed by slight skirmishing. 
Tlie rebels rapidly received reinforcements from 
Manassas after the attack opened. 

The buttle consisted in a succession of fires from 
rntteked batteries, which opened in every direc¬ 
tion—and when one was silenced its place was 
supplied by two—and in the daring charges of 
our int'amry in unmasking them. 

The 2d Ohio :u;d 2d New York regiments wore 
marched by flank through the woods by a new 
mafic road within a mile of tho main road, when 
they came up*»n a battery of eight guns with four 
regiments flanked in the'rcar. Our men were im¬ 
mediately oitii-red to lie down on cither side of 
tliC ion<L in order to allow two pieces of artillery 
to pifes through ned attack the work, when this 
buttery open* d upon us and kill* cl ou tho third 
lound Lieut. Dempsey of Co. G, New York Sec¬ 
ond, and Win. Maxwell and a drummer, and se¬ 
riously wounding several others. Our troops 
were kept for filtecn or twenty minutes under a 
galling lire, not being able to exchange shots 
with the enemy, although within a stone's throw 
of their batteries. Thoy succeeded iu rofiring in 
regular <*idcr and with their battery. 

The most gallant charge of the day was made 
by the New Yotk G9th, 79th and 13th, who rush- 
id upon one battery, firing as they proceeded, 
with perfect eclat, and utra-king it at the point of 
tho bayonet. Their yell of triumph seemed to 
carry all before it. They found the rebels had 
abandoned the battery aud only taken ono gun, 
but this success was only ncquir. d after a severe 
loss of lite, in which the 69:h most severely suf- 1 
fared, and it was repoVtvd that Col. Nugent was 
among the first killed. 

The Zouaves also distinguished themselves by 
spirited assaults ou batteries at the point of tho 
bayonet, but it is feated their loss is immense. 

It was generally understood that we had hemmed 
in the tm-niy entirely, and that they were gradu¬ 
ally ictiriug; that Hunter bad driven them back 
in the rear, that Ilcintzelmiin’s command was 
meeting with every success, and that it required 
but the reserve of Gen. Tyler’s division to push on 
to Manassas Junction. 

A Mississippi soldier was taken prisoner by Ilas- 
brouck of the 2d Wisconsin regiment. He turned 
out to be Brigadier Quartermaster Pryor, cousin 
to Roger A. Pryor. He was captured with iris 
hnrec, as he by accident rode iuto our Iine3. He 
discovered himself by remarking to Husbrouck, 
“We arc getting badly cut ro pieces." “What 
regiment do you belong to?" asked Ilasbrottck. 
“Tbe 19th Mississippi." was tbe answer. “Then 
you arc my prisoner, said llasbrouek. 

From the statement of this prisoner, it appears 
that our artillery has created great havoc among 
the rebels, of whom there are from 30,000 to 
-10,000 in the field, under command of General 
Beauregard, while they have a reserve of 75.000 
at the Junction. Ho describes an officer most 
prominent in the fight, and distinguished from 
tho icst by his white horse, as Jeff. Davis. Ho 
confirms previous reports of a regiment of negro 
troops in tbe rebel forces, but says it is ditlieult 
to pet them into proper discipline and ready for 
battle. 

Tho position of the enemy extended in three 
lines in tho form of a triangle, tho apox fronting 


the centre of our column. The area seems to 
have been filled with masked batteries. 

At 7 o'clock this evening guns were still heard 
at intervals. 

Washington, 21 st. The following bulletins wero 
received in official quarters during the progress of 
the battle from the telegraph station about four 
miles from Bull’s Run: 

Fairfax Court House, 21sf—11 A. Af. There is 
rapid firing from heavy guns, and frequent dis¬ 
charges of musketry. 

11.40. Tbe firing is very heavy, and apparent¬ 
ly more on our left wing. 

11.00. There is evidently a battle. Toward our 
left in the direction of Bull's Ran and a little 
north the firing is very rapid and heavy. 

1.45 P.M. Heavy guns arc heard again, and 
apparently nearer. Tho musketry is heavy and 
nearer. 

2 F. M. The musketry is very heavy and 
drawing much nearer. There is evidently a move¬ 
ment to our left. 

2.45 P. M. Tbe firing is a littlo farther off, and 
apparently in the direction of the Junction; less 
heavy guns and more light artillery, as near as I 
can judge. 

3 P. M. The firing has ceased ten minutes 
since. 

3.45 P. M. The firing has almost entirely ceas¬ 
ed, and can only bo heard with difficulty. I shall 
telegraph no more unless there should bo a re¬ 
newal of the battle which has been so gloriously 
fought for the old stars and stripes, and from all 
indications here our troops have at least stood 
their ground.

TIIE EhEMY SUCCESSFUL!*Y 
OUTFLANKED. 

PARTICULAKS OF THE MOVEMENT. 

FROM TXXXi KliOOK^IDIPffG- 
SQUriU^XtorST. 


Centreville, July 21 —via Fairfax Court House. 
We have successfully outflanked the enemy. At 
half past two o'clock this morning tho various 
regiments about Centreville were formed for a 
inarch, and at about 3 o'clock they were in mo¬ 
tion in the direction of Porryvillc, leaving Bull's 
Run to the left. At six o’clock the first gun was 
fired from a 30 pound rifled cannon sent ahead to 
batter the masked batteries that might be en¬ 
countered on tho road. There was no reply from 
the enemy, and the advance moved oo. At Gen. 
McDowell’s headquarters, three miles beyoud 
Centreville, the greater part of tho army moved to 
the right to avoid a bridge somo distance beyond, 
said to have been undermined. They will pass 
over upon pontoons, prepared by Captain Alex¬ 
ander, of the Engineer Corps, who had inspected 
the country minutely in a previous reconnoissance, 
and to whom, in a great measure, tho plan of tho 
campaign is due. 

A general battlo is expected today or tomorrow, 
which will probably decide the fate of the whole 
campaign. If Gen. Johnston has not yet formed 
a junction with Gen. Beauregard ho will be en¬ 
tirely cut off by this manceuvro and thrown back 
upon the mountains, where his army will become 
utterly demoralized and probably fall into tho 
hands of Gen. McClellan, who ^advancing be¬ 
yond the Blue Ridge. If he has formed a June- j 
tion with Beauregard,*'it opens our communica- I 
tion with Gen. Patterson's column, and thus re¬ 
inforced tho Federal army can crush out opposi¬ 
tion. 

If our army is driven back it can retreat upon 
Centreville and keep open communication with 
Washington. If Gcti. Beauregard remains whore 
he is, his communications in the rear are endan¬ 
gered. Manassas Junction being situated in the 
apex of a trianglo formed by tho railroad, a 
movement in his rear would destroy his commu¬ 
nication with Richmond. 

The only danger the Federal troops run by this 
flank march would be by a sudden advance of 
Gen. Beauregard upon Centreville, interrupting 
communication and cutting off our supplies. But 
this manoeuvre would bo desperate, as by doing so 
he would cut himself off from his supplies, place 
himself in an exhausted country, and between the 
Federal troops and the Potomac. 

The C9fh New York regiment was assigned the 
post of honor in the advance. The members of 
this regiment have agreed unanimously to servo, 
although their lime is out. All the'New York 
regiments will follow their example. 

For live or six hours one steady column of 
troops bus passed through Centreville. Tho mor¬ 
als of the soldiers arc excellent. All arc anxious 
for a brittle, and when informed of the purpose to 
advance the enthusiasm was beyond all descrip¬ 
tion. 

It is supposed that Gen. Beauregard'6 forces are 
larger than ours. 

A battle is imminent at any moment. It may 
not take place until tomorrow night. 

Telegraphic wires are being rapidly put up in 
the wake of the army, and an office win opened 
ibis morning at Fairfax Court Houso,with Messrs 
Buell and Benton as army operators. 


Additional Particulars of the Bat¬ 
tle of BulFs Bum 

Centreville , 20/7;—1 P. M. The affair at Bull’s 
Run, which has been magnified into a terrible 
•battle, 1ms not resulted so disastrously a3 was in 
somo quarters represented. A list of the killed 
and wounded cannot be accurately ascertained as 
yet. Tho inmates of the hospital at Centreville 
are increased by those who suffered from exhaus¬ 
tion and not by wounds. This fact gives rise to 
exaggerated stories as to a largo numbor of 
wounded. 

A flag of truce which was sent by General Mc¬ 
Dowell to tho enemy's line, in order to recover 
our dead and wounded, was refused admission by 
them—for ibe reason, possibly, that they wished 
to conceal the position of their batteries. 

It may be well to state that Gen. McDowell, at 
tlio beginning of tho action, was at gangster's 
Station, on a visit to Ilcintzclman's command, 
and while on his way to Centreville was informed 
of tho battle, and immediately proceeded to tho 
scene, bur did not arrive there until the firing 
ceased. The movement toward Manassas, from 
Centreville, was unauthorized, the order of march 
to Tjler's division being limited to tho latter 
point, in oidcr to await the flank movement of 
Col. HeiD’zelman'fl division, which was at that 
time at Songster's Foint, on tho line of the Ma¬ 
nassas Railroad. Gen. Tyler having ascertained 
that masked batteries were in tho vicinity, ho or¬ 
dered a reconnoissance on his own rcsponsibiliH*. 

Tbo result of this rcconnoissanco was in tne 
discovery of tho battery, which, although ac¬ 
quired by loss of lifo, will probably be an ade¬ 
quate compensation.

Address of Gen. McClellan to late 
Troops. 

JBeverly, Va., 20/h. The following is the ad¬ 
dress of Gen. McClellan to his troops: 

Headquarters Aruy or Occupation j 
in WKSTEttN Virginia. ( 

Beverly-July 19,1861, ) 
Soldiers of the Army of the West ; I am more 
than satisfied with you. You havo annihilated 
two armies commanded by educated and. experi¬ 
enced soldiers, entrenched in mountain fastnesses 
and fortified. You havo taken five guns, twolra 
colors and 1500 stand of arms, and 1000 prisoners, 
including more than forty officers. 

One of the second commanders of the rebels is 
a prisoner and the other lost his life on the field 
of battle. You have killed more than 250 of the 
enemy, who have lost all their baggage and camp 
equipage. All this has been accomplished with 
a loss of twenty bravo men killed and sixty 
wounded. 

Y’ou have proved that the Union men, fighting 
for the preservation of the government, are more 
than a match for misguided and erring brothers. 
More than this, you have shown mercy to tho 
vanquished. You havo made long aud arduous 
marches, had insufficient food, and been exposed 
to the inclemency of tho weather, I have not hes¬ 
itated to demand this of you, feeling that l could 
rely on your endurance, patriotism and courage. 
In tho futuro I may have still greater demands to 
mako upon you, still greater sacrifices for you to 
offer. It shall be my care to provide for you to 
the extent of my ability, but I know now that by 
your valor and endurance you will accomplish all 
that is asked. 

Soldiers, I havo confidence in you, and I trust 
you have learned to confide in me. Remember 
that discipline and subordination aro qualities of 
equal value with courage. I am proud to say 
that jou have gained the highest reward that 
American troops can receive—tho thanks of Con¬ 
gress and tho applause of your fellow-citizens.

PniYATEERS. To the Editor of (he Transcript; 
In the Transcript of last Tuesday I noticed an ar¬ 
ticle on tho subject of fitting out merchant ves¬ 
sels for the capture of the piratical vessels now on 
our coast. It is a mistaken idea that only govern¬ 
ment vessels aro efficient in warfare. To show 
what private anned vessels can do, I annex a few 
of the exploits of some of our privateers in tho 
war of 1812 with England : 

British schooner Dominica, 14 guns, taken by 
boarding by privateer Decatur, 6 guns; British, 
13 killed, 47 wounded; Amoricans, 3 killed, 18 
wounded. 

Attack on'privateer General Armstrong in the 
harbor of Faya!, by 16 British barges manned 
with 400 men from a 74 gun-sbip and a frigate. 
The privateer was finally scuttled and abandoned, 
after killing 130 and wounding 140; Amoricia 
loss, 2 killed and 7 wounded. 

Conflict between American privateer Prineo 
Neufehatel, with 33 men at quarters, and six Brit¬ 
ish barges containing 11 1 men from British frigate 
Endymion, during a calm; the barges defeated; 
one sunk, one taken; 30 killed, 55 wounded; 


force tlic laws, retake the property and sustain 
the honor and dignity of the country, and the rule 
is not to he changed now because he is not the 
successful party. But the forbearance of the 
Government to the South only made made more 
outrages, till she finally assaulted a few men in 
Fort Sumter with the very guns she had stolen 
from the Government, and our flag was trampled 
under foot, when the people rose as onc m m aud 
said they would assert and maintain the dignity 
of tlio Govcrmucnr. 

The Senator from Indiana (Bright) savs there 
aro three parties here. In fact there are four. 
One is in the majority; thoso on tho other side are 
prosecuting the war merely to sustain and uphold 
the Government; another, a minority, seek to 
make this the occasion to raise a hue and cry 
against slavery, under a pica for tho Constitution 
and the Union. On this side of the chamber are 
those who belong to the Democratic party, who 
cannot find condemnation for tho acts of the South¬ 
ern States, and arc not willing to support the Gov¬ 
ernment; but there are still others here, myself 
among the number, who never changed an opin- j 
ion as to the duties of tho Government in regard 
to slavery, but believe it to br their bounden duty 
to give their voices and votes to sustain the Gov¬ 
ernment by all constitutional means. The people 
are as willing to lay down their lives to prevent 
any infraction of their rights and property, and 
the Constitution at tho South, as anywhere. 

He said, in common with several gentlemen on 
this floor, ho condemned evory act of tnc South 
in opposition to the Government, and the peu of 
history would never record 60 unjustifiable and 
unwarrantable a revolt. Ho contended that if the 
South had remained in the Union, it would have 
held tlic power as much as ever it did, except the 
Executive sanction. It bad always had.the pow¬ 
er of tho Government for two thirds of the time. 
He then contended tho South had no causo of re¬ 
volt, but he had become satisfied that it was tho 
settled purpose of the South to seize the occasion 
of Lincoln's election to precipitate th i rebellion. 
IIo asserted further that it was a schemo fostered 
by leading politicians of the South for a quarter 
of a century to break up the Government and es¬ 
tablish a government of their own, tho corner 
stone of which is shivery.o 

He referred to the declarations of Mr. Yatjcey 
as an evidence that no compromise should b.o ac¬ 
cepted, but that tlic moment had arrived to strike 
for independence. The doctrine of secession was 
but the shadow of an excuse. He did not bolieve 
sensible men at the South believed in a doctrino 
so absurd. We paid for Louisiana $15,000,009, 
for Florida $5,000,000, and expended $100,000,000 
in the Indian war, $7,000,000 in Pensions to fami¬ 
lies of soldiers lo vj in that war, and $10,000,000 to 


Briiish schconer-of-war St. Lawrence, 14 guns, 
captured after an action of 15 miuutcs by Amer¬ 
ican privateer Chasseur, 14 guns. British, 15 
killed, 23 wounded; Americans, 5 killed, 8 
wounded. 

These are a few instances of what could ho done 
by private aimed vessels when this country wns # 
as it were, in its infancy. Now wo have ft host of 
brave , willing hearts, masters and mates of mer¬ 
chant vessels, doing nothing, who would gladly 
embark in any enterprise for the extirpation of 
buccaneers. 

If Government N will not take hold and let indi¬ 
viduals do it without consulting officials, people 
have an undoubted right to protect their own 
property. 

It will bo recollected that privateers are not al¬ 
ways fully manned when attacked, as they often 
put out half their men in prizes.

Tub Repulse of the loyal troops, last night, 
after they had gained $overal poiots, tho tele¬ 
graph reports has cast a gloom over Washington. 
No doubt the first efRcrs of the news will bo very 
dcp<es*ing, but it may prove in the end that a de¬ 
feat of the hind sustained was needed to teach as 
tho re;»l strength of the forces against which wo 
a 0 tontending, and to give new impulso to tho 
popular determination to put down this rebellion. 

Of the ability of our forces to sustain thorn- 
selves in tho entrenchments before Washington 
then- can be little doubt. Reinforcements can 
bo speedily sent to the Rational Capital, from 
all quarters, and the advantages which tho rebels 
htve gained by the junction of Gen. Johnson's 
forces with tho main rebel army may bo soon re- 
ver>rd. Meanwhile, tho public must guard 
against too severe a reaction of feeling. 


Gkn Patterson, who bu9 been superseded by 
G^n Banks, is on officer of the Pennsylvania 
Volunteers, and among those who tendered their 
sendees for ihrec months. IHs time lias neatly 
expire*!, and a younger man has been named as 
his successor. 

The New York Times despatch states that Gen. 
Patterson's column was reported to bo moving 
down on the Winchester road with 15,000 men on 
Sunday, and that ho was expected to join our 
forces immediately, lie was last reported at or 
near Charlestown. If his column was moving to 
Winche>ter, it would seem that ho must then 
march (withoutrailroad) to Strasburg, and thonco 
by rail, if there are cars, to Ccntrovilte and Manas¬ 
sas Gap J unction. If such are the facts he cannot 
bo expected to join our troops immediately, es¬ 
pecially if the track has been torn up and bridges 
destroyed. Tossibly somo other road may be 
meant by the Winchester road. 


Tub Estates at the South owned by Northern 
men will doubtless be heavily taxed until the re¬ 
bellion is crushed. Somo stores in New Orleans 
belonging to a citizen of New York havo recently^} 
been taxed equal to twenty-fivo per cent, of tho 
annual rent in good times. Tho City Council of 
Montgomery has just passed tho following order, 
and a similar vote will probably be passed in 
other Southern cities:

of eight per cent., and that tho Clerk be instruct¬ 
ed to collect said tax.

Dickerson. lie was previously a City Missionary 
in Middletown. 

Among Col. Pouram's men, taken prisoners by 
Gen. Me Ch lhm, was Dr. Atkiuson, President of 
Hampden Sidney College, Va , and a captain of a 
compjiny made up of his students, and who, 
though a captive, is exceedingly bitter against 
the General Government. 

Tho resignations of some twenty-five officers of 
the navy and about sixteen of the army havo 
been received at tho Departments of Washington 
within the past few'weeks. Many of those have 
been accepted because tho authorities had suffi¬ 
cient proof that they woro not dictated-by the 
present crisis. The extra duty rendered necessary 
by the war was too severe on several gentlemen, 
whose broken health compellod them to leave the 
service. Numerous "secessions” of this kind 
have been erroneously credited to tho rebellious 
sentiments of the persons resigning. There is 
always a current list of resignations from every 
army and navy. 

Col. F. W Lander, it seems, was in the battte 
of Rich Mountain, Western Virginia. A corres¬ 
pondent of the Cincinnati Commercial writes that, 
while the firing was going on, "Col. Lander and 
Lieut. Poe, U. S. Topographical Engineer, wore 
making a rccounoissanco. Tho former walked a 
hundred yards up tho road under fire, to a lino of 
tho enemy's entrenchments thrown across tho 
road, and after a sharp but swift examination, ho 
took off bis hat and bowed a polite leave to tho 
wondering enemy. Judge Key said it was tho 
coolest operation ho over witno-sed, and ho could 
not comprehend why the encmv had not killed 
the gallant soldier—whom they might havo shot 
down with impunity." 

General McClellan hampers himself with no em¬ 
barrassing obligations when ho receives prisoners 
of war; witness the following:

Sir: Your communication dated yesterday, pro¬ 
posing tho surrender as prisoners of war of tho 
force assembled under your command, has boon 
delivered to me. As commander of this depart¬ 
ment, I will receive you and them with tho kind¬ 
ness due to prisoners of war, but it is not in my 
power to relieve you or them from any liabilities 
incurred by taking up arms against the United 
States.

Tho flight of tho rebels is graphically described 
in the Washington Star, as follows: 

Sick soldiers were left in hospital with nothing 
to cat; in the Quartermaster's rooms a medicine 
chest, the Quartermaster's moss chest, and plenty 
of excellent whiskey, were left; the latter was a 
most striking proof of a rapid flight. Iq the knap¬ 
sacks were very precious things, such as a letter 
from a wife to a husband, enclosing a lock of Imir 
from a sister to a brother, asking him to " kill a 
Yankee for me.” There were also maps of various 
parts of Virginia. 

A letter from the camp at Huttonsvillo, July 
13th, says: The gallant Col. Lander led the churgo, 
and no hero could havo led it bettor. 


FROM THE SOUTH. 

Tho New Orleans Sunday Delta of the 11th 
inst. advises the planters to pick their cotton and 
sioro it unseeded in pens, well covered, and abide 
events. If tho Northern army approach, the 
planters arc told to commit tho cotton to the 
flames. This applies to the present cotton crop. 
In relation to future crops they arc to prepare to 
reduce the product of cotton to a very low figure, 
and devote their labor and land to other produc¬ 
tions which will bo needed for consumption dur¬ 
ing the war, and to act on the presumption that 
the contest is to be a protmetod one. 

A writer to tho Charleston Mercury of the S:h 
inst., alluding to military inspections and orders, 
thus concludes his communication: “Most of our 
volunteers ore actuated by tho highest motives, 
and cheerfully perform their duties without refer¬ 
ence to fines and punishment. But there aro 
many who are kept to the murk by the law alone, 
and some havo even declared that they will 
never go into the field again, except a battle is 
raging, if no penalty attaches for a refusal. Amid 
these discouragements, who would be a volunteer 
officer?" 


Tiie March into the South. Tho Wash¬ 
ington correspondent of tho Journal of Commerce, 
a Southern man, thus alludes to tho march of tho 
Federal army through Virginia: 

Tho capture or defeat of the Confederates at tho 
Junction will not dispose tho people or govern¬ 
ment of tho Confederate States to submission— 
and nothing short of that is required by tho Uni¬ 
ted States. Of course, tho next demonstration 
will be against Richmond as the hotbed of scces* 
sionism and the seat of tho Confederate Govern¬ 
ment and the grand camp and depot of tho insur¬ 
gent forces. Congress importunately demands 
and eagerly expects the early accomplishment of 
this object. It is believed that tho march of our 
troops will be forward, without halting, to Rich¬ 
mond. What numbor of troops will compose this 
army is not known, but it may be supposed that 
the force sent in advance will bo sixty thousand. 
This will bo a great undertaking, if you consider 
that the army is to move 130 miles through an in¬ 
tensely hostile country, with difficult roads, and 
full of armed men, and presenting maskod bat¬ 
teries and ambuscades at every cross road, and at 
every hill, or ravine, or forest. 

Even if not delayed by skirmishos, tho army 
could not march eighteen miles a day; Tho onemy 
will, of course, destroy tho railroad and bridges, 
and place such obstructions as they can on tho 
common roads. 

There is but one road by which tho army can 
pass to Richmond—that is tho old stage road 
through Occoquan, Dumfries, Fredericksburg, 
Bowling Green, and always famous as ono of the 
worst of the proverbially bad Virginia roads. If 
you consider, then, that tho army is to move on 
one narrow line of road, with immense baggage 
trains, cavalry', artillery, camp fixtures, ambu¬ 
lances, and even forago for the horses, you cannot 
suppose that the line will bo less than twenty-five 
miles in length. So much exposed will it lie to 
attack, that it cannot be expected to reach Rich¬ 
mond without great loss. This immense train 
will havo to pass the Rappahannook, and the Mat- 
tapony, and the Pumunky rivers, at points hoc 
fordablo, and delay will bo occasioned by the con¬ 
struction of bridges or rafts. 

The enterprise will be aided 1>3* an advance 
from Fortress Monroe of Federal troops up the 
peninsula between York and James rivers, or by 
transports up York River to West Point, where 
there is a good road of twenty miles to Richmond. 
If the Federal Government call out half a million 
men, as is proposed, it is probable that at least 
half of them will, if necessary, bo omployod in 
the capture of Richmond. After Richmond comes 
Memphis, and it is yet in doubt which of tho two 
cities is to he chosen by tho Confederate Govern¬ 
ment as their permanent seat of Government. 
The United States Government appears to be de¬ 
termined to occupy both of these before next 
winter. 


Order about Prisoners, &c. The follow¬ 
ing general order has just been issued: 

GENERAL ORDERS, NO. 44. 

War Department, Ad jutant General’s 1 
Office, Washington, July 13,1831. J 

First. In compliance with a resolution of tho 
House of Representatives, the Secretary of War 
directs that officers report to this office tho names 
and residence of all prisoners that may be here¬ 
after taken and released upon their oath of alle- 
gianco to the United States. In like manner offi¬ 
cers will report tho names and residences of all 
prisoners who havo been taken and released upon 
their oath of allegianco to the United States prev¬ 
ious to this date. 

Second. Chaplains appointed to Volunteer Regi¬ 
ments in accordance with General Orders No. iO, 
current scries, from tho War Department, will, in 
all cases, bo duly mustered into tho service, in tho 
same maimer as prescribed for commissioned of¬ 
ficers. 

Third . Volunteer regiments about to bo dis¬ 
charged will be returned to tho States in which 
they were raised in timo to be thero mustered out 
at tho expiration of their service. 

Fourth. First Lieut. J. E. Slaughter, 1st Artil¬ 
lery, having left his regiment without authority, 
and being now in arms against the Govornmont 
of the United States, is dismissed from tho army, 
to date from May 14,1861. 

Fifth. Second Lieut. John M. Kerr, Roglment 
of Mounted Riflemen, having overstayed hte loayo 
of absence, and failed to report to this office, is 
dropped from tho rolls of tho Army.

JgFF. Davis *cnt hia message to the Rebel 
Congreee, which met at Richmond on Saturday. 
A summary of portions have been sent by tele- 
ttraph via Mew Ork-uui, and published in the 
Boston papers this morning. Wo havo room to- 
nljiht for only thV following extracts from the 
synopsis: : . ; 1 

Mr. Davis states that his inaugural culled atten-: 
timi to the causes which funned thu Confederacy,, 
and that it is nuw only necessary to c-dl attention 
to such facta ms have occurred during the iwcw, 
and to nit*'ins connected with the putdio defence 
lit congratulates Congress on the accession <o the 
OnfedtriCj of other equally sovereign States. 
It wutt ccemed advisable to remove the archives 
of tho several departments to Richmond, to which 
plan-Congicss hud already mured the seat of 
government-''-’ * * * * 

The rapid progress of flic !a*t few mouths 1ms 
suippul il»o wil Khind which the true o diey 
tu d purposes of Sir. Lincoln’s government hud 
been ptcvioush concealed, and t tiey-are no* fully 
it voided, j hcuu usage of their President, tho 
action ol tbeir Congress during us prtv**nt session, 
coufcss the intention of Mdijuguimg the scooting 
States by war, u fully which is only equalled by * 
in. wickedness—a war by which it is iiiip.t-tfibte 
to attain the proposed result. Whilst its dire ca¬ 
lamines cannot lie avoided by us thoy will fill 
with redoubled severity on themselves. * * 

The message rccnpiiulutcs the facia concerning 
the organization of tho Confederate States Rod 
reviews President Lincoln's message in regard to 
Foit Sunuor. 11c then proceeds: 

Mr. Lincoln expresses concern that some for¬ 
eign nations have bo shaped their action n't if 
they supposed the early destruction of the Union 
prolmblc. He abandons further di*gu*so and pro¬ 
poses to muko tbo contest slioit and decisive, and 
confesses that even an increased torco is dem tint¬ 
ed. The enormous preparations are a disriuet 
avowal that the United States are engaged in a 
conflict with a great and powerful nation, and are 
compelled to abandon the pretense of dispersing 
rioters ana suppressing insurrection, and driven to 
the acknowledgment that the Union is dissolved. 
They recognize the separate existence of the Con¬ 
federate States by indirection—by embargo and 
blockade—by which all communication between 
the two is cut off. They repudiated tho foolish 
idea that the inhabitants of the Confederacy are 
still citizens of the United .States, for they aro 
now waging an indiscriminate war upon them 
tvnh a savage ferocity unknown to modern civil¬ 
ization. * * * * * * 

Taylor's mission to Washington was to pro¬ 
pose an exchange of tho prisoners taken on tne 
privateer Savannah, and to inform Mr. Lincoln 
that wo aro determined to check all barbarities 
on prisoners of war by such retaliation as will ef¬ 
fectually put mi end to such practices. Mr. Lin¬ 
coln's promised reply has not yet been received. 

Reference is mude to the peculiar position ex¬ 
isting between tbo Confederate Government and 
the States usually termed bordor slave States, 
which, the message says, cannot bo properly 
withheld from notice. Our people aro animated 
by the sentiments toward tho inhabitants of those 
States which found expression iu your enactment 
refusing to consider them enemies or to authorize 
hostilities against them. That a largo portion of 
the people of those States regard us as brethren, 
and if unrestrained by the actual presence ot large 
uj lines, the subversion of this civil authority and 
declaration of martial law, would, some of them 
at least, joyfully unite with us. But that thoy 
are with almost entire unanimity opposed to the 
prosecution of the w r ar urged against us, is a fact 
of w Inch daily recurring events warrants the as¬ 
sertion. 

The President of the United States, in refuging 
to recognize those of our laic sister States who re¬ 
frained fiom on attack upon us, justifies his refu¬ 
sal by the assertion that the States have no other 
power than that reserved to them in tho Union 
by the Constitution. This new constitutional ra- 
laiion between the States ami the general govern¬ 
ment is a fitting introduction to another assertion 
of-the message that the Execudro possesses the 
power of suspending the writ of habeas corpus, 
u:<d of delegating that power to military com¬ 
manders at discretion* Both tboso propositions 
claim respect equal to that which is felt for an 
additional statement of opinion in tho same pa¬ 
per; that it is proper in order to execute the 
Jaws; that the single law made to meet tho ex¬ 
treme tenderness of citizens for liberty; that prac¬ 
tically it relieves more of the uuilty than of tho 
innocent, should to a very limited extent bo vio¬ 
lated. We may well rejoice that we have forever 
severed our connection with a government tint 
thus tramples upon all principles of Constitutional 
liberty, uud with a people in whose presence such 
avowals could be paraded. 

Our operations in tho field will be greatly ex¬ 
tended by reason of the policy, which, heretofore 
secretly entertained, is now avowed ami acted up¬ 
on by the United States. Tho forces hitherto 
raised have proved ample for the defence of tho 
States which originally organized tho Confedera¬ 
cy. With tho exception of tboso fortified islands, 
whose de/cnco is effectively aided by a preponder- 
ation ol naval force, the enemy has been driven 
completely out of thoso States. These forces 
must, however, necessarily prove inadequate, on 
account of the invasion by half ajnilliuu of men 
now proposed by the enemy, and a corresponding 
increase of our forces now becomes necessary. 

The message refers to tbo crops, which aro the 
most abundant in our history. Many believo tho 
supply adequate to two years' consumption. 

Our citizens manifest a laudable pride in up¬ 
holding their independence, and their sub3brip* 
tions to the loan proposed by tho government 
cannot fall short of fifty million dollars, and will 
probably largely oxcced that sum. 


Care of the Soldiers. A correspondent of 
the Gloucester Tolograph, having a son in tho 
17th Regiment, encamped at Lynnfleld, hearing 
complaints as to rations, visited his son to learn 
tho facts. He spent a day and night in camp and 


says: 


Tho empty hospital, tho well ordered tents, tho 
well stocked commissary* in which lay huge tubs 
of nice corned beef, (not salt junk,} rump steaks 
on iec, fat bacon, piles of white loaves of tho best 
quality, nico hard bread, pure coffeo and tea, beans 
and peas, ai^J vegetables of every description, 
testified to the good living and satisfied condition 
of tho troops. I took breakfast, dinner and supper 
with them, in which were furnished not only good 
and substantial meals, but also all tho little fixings 
which garnish and cko out tho tahlo and the ap¬ 
petite. Everything about tho camp appears woll 
regulated—well condtieied, and the 17th ltegimeut 
promises to begin its usefWkicss early, by exhibit¬ 
ing exemplary conduct and inviting situations. 

These aro the rations furnished by tho Commis¬ 
sary General to all the encampments. 


Military. Large numbers of tho Third and 
Fourth Regiments left for their homes on Saturday 
afternoon, but returned this morning. The Third 
Regiment will be mustered out of service tin's 
evening, and leave Long Island tomorrow fore¬ 
noon . 

The two regiments encamped at Lvnnfieltl will 
be mustered into tho United States service by 
Capt. Marshall, today. Oao of these regiments 
is nearly up to the army standard in point of 
numbers.

New York, 22J. A Washington despatch to 
tho Herald states that Manassas Junction was 
supplied with water IVora Bull's Run Creek,which 
would soon bo cut off, leaving tho rebel cavalry 
without water. 

It is reported that Ellsworth's Zouaves mot tho 
Louisiana Zouaves and routed them and took their 
colors; also rJiat the 69th N. Y. regiment stripped 
to the skin except pants, and pirched-into tho 
fight regardless of fatigue or personal safety. 

General McDowell telegraphs (says the Herald) 
that the enemy was completely routed from 
Bull's Run, retreating toward Manassas, leaving 
their batteries in possession of our forces. Tho 
rebels were driven b*ck inch by inch, leaving 
their dead on tho field. 

The loss of life on both sides is frightful. Tho 
wbolo forco of both sides is said to havo been en¬ 
caged, Gen. Johnston having joined Beauregard's 
army, thus swelling tho enemy's forco to 70,000 
men. 

The Herald's correspondent reports that.he was 
on the buttle field, and when ho left tho rebels 
were flying in vast numbers. 

Lieut. Col. J. J. Porter with a flag of truce was 
fired on by the rebels. He was oudeavoring to 
obtain tho body of Lieut. Smith of the 1st Muss, 
regiment. 

The greatest enthusiasm prevails in the Union 
ranks. 

Jtff. Davis 13 said to bo at Manassas Junction. 

Col. Cowdin's 1st Massachusetts Regiment was 
fired on by the rebel pickets several times Sajpr* 
day while sleeping in the road on their arms. Tho 
1st men were in the advance. 

The Editor of tho Times telegraphs from Ccn- 
treville, dating his despatch Washington, mid¬ 
night. He says the battle was ono of tho severest 
ever fought on this Continent. Up to 2 o’clock 
our troops hud driven the enemy through a dis¬ 
tance of two miles, and are now iu possession of 
the field of battle. 

The enemy fell back from one position to 
anoiher equally strong, and every point was 
freshly reinforced, therefore certainly doubled 
ours. 

The Firo Zouaves were terribly cut up. Whilo 
drawn up to make tho attack, they were assailed 
by a masked battery, with a strong support on 
their flank, aud forced to break. 

It is stated that both Col. Farnbam and Lieut. 
Col. Gregier were killed. Coi. Slocum of tho 2d 
Rhode Island, and Capt. Towers of the 1st Rhodo 
Is laud, were killed. Major Ballou, of tho 2d 
Rhode Island, was severely wouuded on the head 
and thigh by a cannon bull. Governor Spraguo 
had a horse shot uuder him. 

The Times despatch states that General Patter¬ 
son's column was reported to be moving down 
on tho Winchester road with 15,000 or Sunday, 
lie was expected to join our forces immediately. 

Eleven thousand troops left Alexandria Sunday 
morning. 


The Tribune’s despatch gives a full report of the 
movements. 

Tho main body of Infantry started from Cen- 
treville at 2 j o'clock in the morning. Thoy were 
four hours and a half passing a given point. Col. 
Hunter's division of 5000 movod to the right. 
Tho centre column of 30,000 waste march toward 
Manassas direct. Tho latter marched to Bull's 
Run, when the bridge which had boon mined 
blew up. 

Here Gen. McDowell mounted and joined his 
staff'. 

Canonading had commenced on tho left at S 
o'clock, gradually* extending along tho whole lino. 
Tho head of the centre column turned to the right 
of the bridge, but did not attempt to cross under 
tho heavy canonading. About 1 o'clock tho cen¬ 
tre column moved to tho right and joined the 
right wing and crossed at tho turnpike bridge, 
which had been seized tho night before by our 
troops by flanking and capturing tho battery 
there. The left column still kept up the point by 
occasional cannonading, white 1000 Maine lum¬ 
bermen cut a road through the dense woods, and 
Col. Ilcintzelman's division marched to cut off 
communication by rail to Richmond. 

He carried tho heights and did terrible execu¬ 
tion among the rebels at Manassas Junction itself. 

At ono o'clock six points were strongly attack¬ 
ed and heavy* cannonading geing on at all of 
them. The rebels retreated slowly aud stubborn¬ 
ly during tho whole engagement. • 

Volleys of musketry could bo heard, lasting an 
hour and ten minutes. The artillery, however, 
bore the brunt of the battle, doing terrible execu¬ 
tion. The gunners suffered severely. 

When tho army left Centrcville a bald Eaglo 
soared over our columns, wheeled and slowly flew 
towards the North. 

It is stated that Beauregard sent a flag of truce 
to Gen. McDowell, but the latter refused to re¬ 
ceive it, saying he would accept nothing but un¬ 
conditional surrender. 

Tho 1st and 2d Brigades of Hunter’s division, 
about noon made an attack, and being strength¬ 
ened by the 3d Brigade, drove into the woods, 
where’there was a desperato fight, but ours were 
successful. 

Schenek's brigade from the centre column made 
a movement to tho front, and white the 1st Ohio 
was in the field in lino of battlo, tho 2d Ohio im¬ 
mediately behind them at the edge of tho woods, 
a 2d New York with the Connecticut regiments 
were preparing to form. A concealed battery, 
from a deep trench completely hiding the guns 
aud men, commenced a rapid fire with shell, 
grape and cannister. 

Our men threw themselves on their faces, and 
eight only were wounded. The rebels bayonettod 
the wounded soldiers, and in some instances strip¬ 
ped and tied them to trees. In the course of tho 
battlo Ellsworth's Zouaves charged and turned 
the rebel cavalr3% but with great loss. 

Some set our loss at 2000, but this is conjecture. 
A largo numbor of commissioned officers were 
killed. 

Collector Coodrich of Boston was at Bull’s 
Run in tbc morning. 

It is not considered certain that tho whole of 
Johnston's command lias joined Beauregard. 

The escaped Connecticut man states that on 
Thursday, when tho Mass. 1st wore extended to 
tbc left of tho enemy's entrenchments, both were 
unaware of the other's presence, but on discovery 
the rebels sprung to arms. Somebody crying out 
"Hold!" tho rebels inquired "Who aro you?" 

In response to the Mass. 1st, tho rebels re¬ 
plied, "damn you, yon are just the men wo want 
£» shoot," and thta fired. 

One man received a numbor of balls, foil dead 
and rolled futo their entrenchments, where tho 
victors hacked him to pieces with sabres. 

They battered ono or two others over their 
heads and faces with tho butts of thoir musket 3 , 
and there is now ono in tho hospital with his face 
cut to pieces in this manner. 


ATTACKS ON THE SOUTHERN COAST. 

Louisville, 21$/. Tho attack on tho battery at 
Hatteras by tho Wabash is confirmed. It is also 
stated that an attack was made on the Oregon in¬ 
let and tho rebels shelled out. Commodore Mer- 
win hqs transferred his pennant to the Colorado. 

Tho Knoxville Whig withdraws tho name of 
Twiggs and hoists that of Poik, for Governor of 
Tennessee. 


DISASTROUS REPULSE OF 
THE FEDERAL ARMY. 


Retreat Toward Alexandria. 


LOSS OF CANNON, 


GREAT ALARM AT WASHING¬ 
TON. 


TTosAmpten, 22<f. Our troops, after taking three 
baueues nnd gaining a great victory, were event¬ 
ually repubed and commenced a retreat on 
Washington in good order, with tho rear well 
covered by a good column. 

Our loss was 2500 to 3000. The fortifications 
around Washington aro being strongly reinforced 
by fresh troops. _ 


SECOND DESPATCH* 

Washington, 22 d. It is reported that late yes¬ 
terday afternoon, after the rebc*ls had been driven 
from their stronghold at the Run, they were rein- 
foiced by Gen. Johnson, whoa tho Union army 
was attuckod and driven iu disorder from the 
ground. 

The rebel army numbered 90,000. 


THIRD DESPATCH. 


WhsTun^/on, 22d. After tho latest information 
was received from Centrevilte at half-past 7 last 
night a scries of events took place in the intonsest 
degree disastrous. 

Many confused statements aro prevalent, but 
enough is known to warrant tho statomont that 
wo havo suffered in a degree which has cast a 
gloom over the remnant of the army, and excited 
the deepest melancholy throughout Washington. 

The carnage is tremendously heavy on both 
sides, and on ours it is represented as frightful. 
Wo were advancing and taking their batteries 
gradually but surely, and driving tho onemy to¬ 
ward Manassas Juuction, when tho enemy seemed 
to have been reinforced by Gen. Johnston, who, 
it is understood, took command, and immediate¬ 
ly commenced driving us back, when a panic 
among our troops suddenly occurred, and a reg¬ 
ular stampede took place. 

It is thought that Gen. McDowell undertook to 
make a staud at or about Ccntrovilte, but tho 
panic was so fearful that tho wholo army became 
demoralized, and it was impossible to check them 
cither at Centrevillo or at Fairfax Court House. 

Gen. McDowell intended to make anothor stand 
at Fairfax Court House, but our forces being in 
full retreat, he could not accomplish his object. 
Beyond Fairfax Court Ilonso the retreat was 
kept up until the men reached their regular en¬ 
campments. A portion of them returned to them, 
but a still larger portion came inside of tho on* 
trenclnnents. 

A large number of our troops on their retreat 
tell by the wayside from exhaustion, and scatter¬ 
ed along the entire route all the way from Fairfax 
Court House. Tho road from Bull’s Run to Ccn- 
trcvillc was strewed with knapsacks, arms, &c. 
Some of our troops deliberately threw away, thoir 
guns and appurtenances, the better to facilitate 
their travel. 

Gen. McDowell was in the roar in tho retreat, 
exerting himself to rally tho men, but with only 
paitial effect. Tho latter part of the army is said 
to have made their retreat in good order. Gen. 
McDowell was completely exhaushed, having 
slept but little for threo nights. His orders oh 
tho field did not at all times reach thoso for 
whom they were intended. 

It is supposed that the fbree sent against our 
troops consisted, according to a prisoner's state¬ 
ment, of about 30,000, including a large number 
of cavalry. He further says that owing to rein¬ 
forcements from Richmond, Strasburg and other 
points, the enemy's effective force wasOO.OOO men. 

According to tho statement of two Fire Zouave3 
they havo only about 200 men left from the 
slaughter, while tho 69th and other regiments 
frightfully suffered in killed and wounded. 

Tho number kilted cannot now be kuown. 

Sherman's, Carlisle's, Griffin's and tho West 
Point batteries were taken by tiio enemy, and the 
eight siege 32 rifled cannon, tho latter being too 
cumbrous to remove, fell into their hands. They 
were two niiles the other side of Centrevillo. 

Such of the wounded as were brought to tho 
Centrcvifio hospital wore left there aftor having 
their wounds properly dressed by Suigeon F. II. 
Hamilton. 

The panic was so great, that tho attempt to 
rally tho troops at Centrevillo was entirely in 
vain. If a firm stand had been made there, our 
troops could have been reinforced, and much dis¬ 
aster prevented. 

Gen. McDowell was thus foiled in his well-ar¬ 
ranged plans. 

It is presumed that all the provision trains be¬ 
longing to tho United States were saved. Somo 
regimental wagons were overturned by accident, 
or tho wheels came off', and thoy had to be aban¬ 
doned. Largo droves of cattle were saved by be¬ 
ing driven back in advance of the retreat. 

It is supposed here today that General Mans¬ 
field wifi take command of tho fortifications on 
the other side of the river, which are able, it is 
said by military engineers, to hold them against 
any forco the enemy may bring against them. 

Large cannon and mortars aro being rapidly 
sent over and mounted. 

An officer just from Virginia at half-past 10 
o'clock reports tho road firom Ccntrovilte to tho 
Potomac strewed with stragglers. 

Tho troops are resuming occupation of tho for¬ 
tifications and entrenchments on tho lino of tho 
Potomac. 

Col. Marston, of tho Now Hampshire regiment, 
reached hero this morning. lie was wounded. 

Col. Heintzelman was also wounded, in tho 
wrist. 

In addition to thoso reported yesterday as kill¬ 
ed, it is said Capt. McCook, brother of Col. Mc¬ 
Cook, of Ohio, and Col. Wilcox aao killed. 

The city this morning is iu most intense ex¬ 
citement. Groups are everywhere gathered en¬ 
quiring the latest news. Wagons aro cootiQuafiy 
arriving, bringing in tho dead and wounded. 

Srldiers aro relating to greedy listeners the de¬ 
plorable ovents of last night and early this morn¬ 
ing. The feeling is awfully distressing. 

Both the telegraph and steamboat communica¬ 
tion with Alexandria is suspended today to tho 
public. The greatest alarm exists throughout the 
city, especially among the ladies. 


New York, 22d. There is tho most intense ex¬ 
citement in this city. 

Immense and excited crowds aro around the 
newspaper offices and revenge is stamped on 
every countenance.

Philadelphia and Boston. We have 
spoken, in a former paper, of two items, in 
which, in our judgment, Boston is in advance of 
Philadelphia. Some points may now be named 
in which Philadelphia is preferable; for now, as 
formerly, Jupiter does not confer all good upon 
one person, nor upon ono city. Philadelphia has 
a great advantage over Boston as it respects her 
streets. Had the men who laid out or first setfted 
Boston possessed that fair sigluedness which Wil¬ 
liam Penn had, Boston would have been a much 
more pleasant city, and business would have huou 
transacted with much greater ease aud facility, 
than is the case at the present, and Yast sums of 
money which have been expended in straighten¬ 
ing and widening streets, saved. Penn's plan, 
like Nimrod's of old, from tho first, was to locate 
a city. With this view he selected a pb.ee whore 
good building land was plenty. 11c laid out his 
city in squares like a checker-board, and, hence, 
no money has ever been spent to widen streets, 
and no inconvenience experienced in transacting 
business from crowded lanes and narrow streets 
with sharp angles. 

Philadelphia presents a splendid view now, as 
her horse railroads can run on almost every street, 
crossing each other's track at right angles, run¬ 
ning up one, and down the next street, except 
upon Market and such which being very wido, 
are furnished with a double track. 

Boston has but poor facilities for accommoda¬ 
tion by travelling in horso-cars when compared 
with Philadelphia. For seven cents, by an ex¬ 
change ticket, ono can go to any part of of that 
great city. 

Another advantage which Philadelplwa pos¬ 
sesses over Boston is the cheapness of her lands. 
It covers a vast territory of some seventeen mites 
in length and from ono to eight mites in width; 
so that as the city stretches out, every mhn can 
havo his house and yard or garden. The houses, 
of course, arc generally smaller as you recede 
from the centre of the city and of business, and 
they rarely contain more than one family each. 
This cannot bo tho case in Boston, as land is 
higher and the houses are usually larger. Conse¬ 
quently, so far as houses are concerned, Philadel¬ 
phia is a better residence for tho poor than Bos¬ 
ton. 

The same is the case as it respects living. Coal, 
flour and meat are cheaper in Philadelphia than 
they are in Boston. But apples, butter and cheese 
are quite as high thero as in Boston. Strawber¬ 
ries, cherries, and somo other fruits arc more 
abundant there, and, consequently cheaper than 
in Boston. 

Both arc healthy cities, and one can scarcely 
tell which is the more healthy. There is more 
consumption and neuralgia in Boston than in 
Philadelphia; and more debility and bilious de¬ 
rangement in Philadelphia than in Boston. 

Boston is more composed of ono nation, tho 
descendants of the Puritans. Philadelphia of nu¬ 
merous nations and tongues. Philadelphia was 
for many years tlic cleanest city of any magnitude 
in America; but, for three or four years past, it 
has depreciated in cleanliness. Boston now ex¬ 
cels Philadelphia in respect to clean streets. 

Boston has an advantage over Philadelphia in 
the fact that all the drains of tho former run under 
ground; all of the latter above ground. It is 
not only unhealthy to have so much dirty water 
being constantly evaporated; but, these outside 
drains are a great xuisance, especially to tho la¬ 
dies with their present long and fully developed 
costumo. It is there every day, as it is in Boston 
on a rainy day; these long dresses may be scon 
bcdrabblcd with none of the clcanost kind of 
mud. 

Some effort has been made to construct these 
drains so as to carry off the dirty water under¬ 
ground, as is the case in Boston; but, as Philadel¬ 
phia is so largely composed of Quakers, Germans^ 
and Scotch, who rarely change from the habits 
and customs of their fathers, it will bo a long timo 
before they adopt such a "Yankee invention." 
It must, however, come at some future day. 

Another very obnoxious custom in Philadelphia 
is washing tho sidewalks all day, or rather every 
hour in the day. They have an abundance of the 
Schuylkill water, and, in this respect, use it so 
freely that no one can walk tho streets with thin 
shoes without wet feet and a muddy dress. It re¬ 
sembles Boston as it was the season after tho Co- 
chituate water was introduced—everywhere flood¬ 
ed with it. A police regulation that all washing 
of sidewalks should be done early in the morning 
w’ould at once correct this matter. 

Philadelphia has no hersc-cars running through 
her streets on Sunday. In this she is a more 
strict observer of the Sabbath than Boston, though 
it is at great inconvenience to those who wish to 
visit distant parts of tho city on the Sabbath.

Southern oratory is like their character, flashy.

Their forte is fluen* 
cy of speech, with few or no elements of convic' 
tion in it. Their intellect plays an inferior part 
when danger threatens. It comes to almost noth¬ 
ing in the face of moral influence, which is the 
nurse of manly thought and practical sense. The 
editorials in the southern papors for many months 
past prove that their people are satisfied with 
w’ords, words, words, (and blackguard at that), 
and that the habit of close reasoning is as distaste¬ 
ful to them as it is impossible. The South that 
so fiercely denounces the prowess of the North, 
will soon realize that there is a great difference 
between controlling slaves and subjugating free¬ 
men; and Airthermore, she will be compelled to 
acknowledge that the rod of the Puritan enchant¬ 
er is still unbroken; andean summon sages to 
council, and hosts to battle. w. r. p.

TIIK VICTORY AT BULL RUN. 

Ko Ll*t of Hu* Killed and Wounded Asrer- 
tnine(1 ne .vet—The Itrport thnt the Con 
XVrit-raf c ItnltcricH were A ssaultotl l.nst 
(Friday) Nlglit Untrue- -No In'll cat Iona of

Uevtueville, July !i0 t l F. M.—Theaffitir at 
Bull Run, which lias been magnified into a terri 
ble bnttlf, has not resulted so disarieroualj as was 
in some quarters repi evented. 

A list ot ihe killed and wuunded cannot be seen 
rately ascertained as yet. 

The inmatM of th» hospital at Centreville are in¬ 
creased by those wbo suffered from exhaustion, 
and not by wounds. This fact gives ripe to exag¬ 
gerated stories hs to a lirger number «F wounded. 

A flag of truce which was seat by Geo. McDowell 
to the enemy's fines in order to receive our dead 
and wuund-d, was refused aduiissioD by the enemy, 
for the reason, possible, that tbey wished to con¬ 
ceal the position of tbeir batteries. 

It may be well to state that Gen. McDowell, at 
th“ commencement of the action at Bull Run, was 
at Gangster’s Point, on a visit to Geo. Heintz’e- 
m’an’p command, and while on his way to Centre- 
ville win informed of th i .battle, and immediately 
proceeded to the scene, but did not arrive there 
until The bring had ceased. 

The movement, on that occasion, towards Manas 
MS from Centreville was unauthorized, the md*r 
of march of General Tyler's division being limited 
to the latter point, io order to await the flank move¬ 
ment ot Gel. Hcintzleman’s division, which was at 
thftttimeat Sangster'a Point, on the line of the 
Mananas railroad. Gen. Tyler having ascertained 
that masked batteries were in the vicinity, he or¬ 
dered a rccnnnoi*ar.ce, on his own responsibility. 

Tiie result of this reconnoisance in discovering 
th-'* battery, although acquired by ]o(«b of fife, will 
probably be an adequate compensation. Besides, a 
large body of nur troops bare been tried, and by no 
mv ms found wanting. 

*Hie order for retiring was given in consequence 
of the Federal battery exhausting its shot and can¬ 
ister, and the exhaustion of (he cavalry, which, un¬ 
der the command of Bracket, performed the most 
eflicient service in the actioo. 

The gallant Captoin was at all times in advance 
of his command, his men following him with 
fearless and determined spirit. But the want of 
water for his horses, a ditliculty which it is feared 
wifi be encountered all along from Centoeville to 
Manassas, prevented him from continuing his ef* 
foris td unmask the enemy. It is regretted by 
some military authorities that the infantry was not 
called into more active service during the engage¬ 
ment, the best part of the fight devolving on the 
aitiilery and cavalry. 

The entire portion of Gen. Heintzleman’s com¬ 
mand, which it is understood was to flank the 
enemy on the south of Manassas at Brenteville, has 
been removed to the vicinity of Centreville, and 
that poninr of the country is now crowded with 
our troops. The publication of more definite in¬ 
formation regarding their strength and numbers 
would be injurious to the service. 

Last night passed quietly, with the exception of 
a tVw Instances of picket firing. 

The changes in the position of the troops has led 
many to suppose that an advance was intended 
immediately, but it rather indicates a preparation 
and defensive arrangement. 

The reports that the enemy’s batteries were as¬ 
saulted last night, are entirely without foundation, 
bnt it is supposed that breastworks will be erected 
to-night on the hill within range of the masked 
batteries. This, however, is mere conjecture, as it 
is probable that General McDowell is still waiting 
instructions from Washington. 

A deserter from the enemy, who arrived here 
this morning, states our fire created great havoc 
among their troops, and hut for the fact that they 
were rallied continually by Geo. Lee, they would 
bare retired. 

It is understood here that heavy guna have 
been brought from Manassas to the scene of action 
by the enemy. 

There is Fome good reason to suppose, from the 
large number of baggage wagons no the road lead¬ 
ing from Strsnsbnrg to Manassas Junction, as 
observed through good glasses, and a recnonoisance 
made by Lieut, Tompkios, that General Johnston, 
ha* succeeded in making his retreat good from 
Winchester to Manassas Junction. Soch is the 
opinion in military circles. j 

Although thin will largely increase the Confed¬ 
erate forces at Manassas Junction, it does not in I 
the least deter but only changes our military ope¬ 
rations in that direction, as it hems in the main

Dowell’s and PatterBon’s command. 

Secretary Cameron to-dav, in company with Col. 
Scott of the Military Hail way, paid a visit to Cen* 
trevilh* and reviewed several brigades, Ue return¬ 
ed to Washington this evening. 

At the hnnr of writing, Captain Griffith’s batte¬ 
ry is moving up the Manassas road, probably to 
% li e position on tbe hill. 

Important from Centreville—The Enemy 
Out flanked—A General Battle Imminent. 
Fairfax Court House, July 2L—The following 
despatch has just been received: 

Centreville, July 21st A- M. 

We bare successfully outflanked tbe enemy. At 
half past 2 o’clock this morning the various Regi¬ 
ments about Centreville were formed for a march. 

At 3 o’clock they were in motion in the direction 
of Perrvville entnp, Bull’s Hun to the left. At 
6 o’clock the first gun was heard fired by tbe 32 
pound rifled cannon sent ah^ad to batter tbe 
marked batteries that might be encountered on 
the road. 

There was no reply from the enemy and the ad¬ 
vance moved on. At General McDowell's head- 
quaters, three miles beyond Centreville, the greater 
part of the army moved to the right to avoid a 
bridge some distance beyond, said to have been 
undermined. They will pass over upon pontoons 
prepared by Captain Alexander, of the Engineer 
Corps, and who has inspected tbe country miontely 
In previous reconnoiaance, and to whom, in great 
measure, tbe plan of the campaign is due. 

A general battle is expected to-day or to- morrow, 
and which will probably di cide the fate of the 
whole campaign. If Johnston has not yet formed 
a junction with Beauregard, he will he entirely cut 
of!' by this manoeuvre and thrown back opoo tbe 
mountains, bis army utterly demoralized, and pro¬ 
bably fail into the hands of General McClellan who 
is advancing beyond the Blue Kidge, and if be has 
formed a junction with General Beauregard, it 
open* our communication with Patterson’s column, 
and thus reinforced, tbe Federal army can crush 
out opposition. If we are driven back, the army 
can retreat upon Centreville, and keep open com^| 
muni cations with Washington. 

If Beauregard remains where he is, bis commu¬ 
nications in the rear are endangered, as Manassas, 
being situated on the apex of a triangle formed by 
the railroad, a movement in his rear wonld destroy 
bis communications with Kichmond. 

The only danger the Federal troops run bv this 
flank march would be by a sudden advance of Gen. 
Beauregard upon Centreville, intercepting com¬ 
munications and cutting off our supplies. But 
auch a manoeuvre would be desperate, as cutting 
himself off from supplies and placing him in an ex¬ 
hausted c untry, and between the Federal troops 
and tbe Potomac river. 

Tbe 69th New York regiment was assigned the 
post of honor in tbe advance. Tbe members of this 
regiment have agreed unanimously to serve, al 
though their time of enlistment is now out. All 
tbe New York regiments will follow this example. 

The moving of the grand army was an imposing 
sight. For five hours one steady column ol tro<<ps 
pushed through Centreville. The morale of the 
soldiery is excellent. All are anxious for a battle, 
and when informed of the purpose to advance, the 
enthusiasm was beyond all description. 

It is supposed that Beauregard’s forces are larger 
than ours. 

A battle is imminent at any moment. It, how¬ 
ever, may not take place till to-morrow. 

Telegraphic wires are rapid’y following the 
army, and an office was opened thia morning at 
Fairfax Court-house, with Messrs. Buell and Ben¬ 
ton as army operators. 

Great Battle at Bull Rna-Tlie Conftdmtc 
Batterlm Taken by the Federal Troop*, 
and the Enemy Driven Back to Mnnn**a» 
.Junction—Nine Hours’ Fighting—Terrible 
Slaughter. 

Washington, July 21.—Tbe order given to the 
grmv to move at 6 o'clock yesterday evening, were 
countermanded till e-<rly this morning. Our troops 
meantime were cutting a mad through tbe woods, 

- in order to flank tbe enemy’s batteries. 

Tbe Secretary of War has received a despatch 
announcing that fighting was renewed at Bull Run 
this morning. Our troops engaged the enemy with 
a large force, and silenced their batteries and drove 
the secessionists to the Junction with great slaugh 
ter. The city is wi d with joy. 

Tbe firing was heard in thte city to-day from the 
direction of Bull Hun, from 11 till about 3 o’clock. 
Alter a cessation till nearly five o’clock the sound 
was again beard, and the reverberating of cannuo 
was still andible at 7 o’clock. 

A gentleman who arrived to-night, ears that at 3 
o’clock this afternoon, the 2d and 3d New Jersey 
Regiments were ordered to march forward from 
Vienna, first sending back their baggage to camp 
Trenton. Other troops were hurrying forward to 
tbe tcene of hostilities, and there was much military 
excitement and bustle in al) tbe camps. 

Official Bulletin* of tbe Battle. 
Washington, July 21.—Tbe following bulletins 
were received in olficial quarters to-day during the 
progress ot the battle from tbe telegraph station . 
ab r>utf<mr miles Trout Bull lion: I 

Fairfax, July 21—11 A- M.— Rapid firing from 
heavr guns and frequent discharges of musketry. 

11.40 A. M.—Fighting very heavy and apparent¬ 
ly more on our left wing. 

11 50 A. M.—There is evidently a battle toward 
our left, in tbe direction of Bull Hun and a little 
north. The firing is very rapid and heavy. 

1 45 P. M.—He aw guns again, ann apparently 
musketry heavy and near. 

2 P. M.—Tho musketry is ver T heavy and draw¬ 
ing much nearer. There is evidently a movement 
more to our left. 

2.45 P. M.— Firing a little further off, and appa¬ 
rently in tbe direction of tbe J unction. Less heavy 
puns and more light artillejy, as near as 1 can 
judge. 

3 P. M.—The firing ceased ten minutes since. 

3.35 P. M.—The firing has almost entirely ceased 

and can only be heard with difficulty. 1 shall tele- 
graph no more unless there should be a renewal of 
tbe battle which baa been so gloriously fought for 
the old “ Stars and Stripes,” and from all indica¬ 
tions here our troops have at least stood their 
ground. 

Faiafax Court Hdusb, 3.50 P. M.—Oar Courier 
has not yet returned. 

Quartermaster Barton, of the 2d regiment of 
Michigan, has just passed and says that the officers, 
men and citizens at Centreville, say a general en¬ 
gagement ot the whole line had taken place three 
and a halt miles this side of Manassas Junction, and 
that our troops had driven and forced the Confed¬ 
erate lines back to Mananas. We expect a Courier 
now every minute. _ „ _ 

CanTxaviixa, July 19—P. M.—Goo. McDowell 
ha* ordered the reserves, now here under Colonel 
Mila*! to advance to the bridge o»W Bull Bna oft 


the Manassas road, having driven tbe enemy before 
him. 

Col. Miles is now about three or four miles from 
here directing operations near Blackburn’s ford. 

Fairfax, 4.45 P. M.—Two of our coutiersbave 
returned, but they were uuabie to communicate 
in person with Gen. McDowell. One of the cou¬ 
riers was on the fit-id ot battle. He says our troops 
have taken three masked batteries and forced the 
rebels to fall back and retire. He says the battle 
was general on Bull Hun for some distance. One of 
the batteries taken was in a wheat field and the 
other some distance from it, and tbe third still 
further on. 

5 20 P. M.—Another despatch says that the Fed¬ 
eral troops have wun the day. The loss on both 
sides is heavv, but the rout of the Confederates is 
complete. The batteries at Bull Hun are silenced 
and fwo or three others are taken. 

5 40 P. M.—Tne firing has ceased. We shall send 
another courier there in a few minutes. The Cou¬ 
riers went at 4 o’clock and will be back soon. 

Still Later. 

A report, not official, but from an apparently re¬ 
liable source, says that the column under General 
Ilriotzletnan has followed the Confederates to 
Manassas Junction, and has opened fire on their 
entrenched camp, and was then shelling them. The 
cannonading can occasionally be heard in Washing¬ 
ton and from Georgetown Heights. 

The headquarters of the army are inaccessible 
to night. Tbe President and Cabinet being pri¬ 
vately with Lieut. General Scott and staff and other 
didinguished gentlemen. 

JRepo It* from the Battle-fielri—Reported 
!>< nth of Col. Cameron, Brother of the Sec¬ 
retary of War. 

W ashing ton, July 21—11 P. M.—The most in¬ 
tense excitement is everywhere existing, to bear 
further from the field of battle. Every returning 
spectator of the events is immediately surrounded, 
to relate his observations. Tbe demand for intel¬ 
ligence is insatiable. Many unauthorized rumors 
prevail, which serve to confute tb« truth. 

The smoke of the battle could be seen from the 
eminences in Washington. A number of members 
of Congress and even ladies went to the neighbor¬ 
hood of Bull Hun to witness tbe battle. One of 
these members reports that Col. Hunter, of the 3d 
calvary, acting as Major-General, was seriously if 
notmirtally wounded. 

It is stated in all quarters, and the sad news Is 
generally credited, that Col. Cameron of the 79th 
regiment, brother of the Secretary of War, and 
Col. Slocum of the 2d Rhode Island regiment, were 
killed in the action. 

The Details of the Battle. 
Centreville, July 21, P. M.—A most severe and 
general battle was fought to-day at Ball Run 
bridge. The conflict was most desperate and bloody, 
lariing over nine hours. 

The programme of the battle as stated in my 
first despatch was carried out until the troops met 
with a succession of masked batteries, which were 
attacked with great vigor nud bravery and sueces- 
sivriy stormed and taken, with severe loss of life. 

Our troops advanced as follows: 

Col. Richardson, who distinguished himself in the 
previous engagement with the batteries at Bull 
Hun, proceeded on tbe left with fonr regiments of 
the 4th Brigade, to hold the Federal battery sta¬ 
tioned on the hill, on tbe Warrenton road, in the 
vicinity of the last battle (tbe Bull Hun battle) was 
fought. 

The flank movements were carried out as des¬ 
cribed in my first despatch. 

CuL Schenck and Col. Sherman’s brigades of 
Gen. Tyler’s division advanced by the Warrenton 
road, while Col. Hrintzrimao’s and Col. Hunter’s 
divisions took the fork of the Warrenton road, to 
move between Bull’s Hun and Manassas Junction. 

Colonel Key’s Brigade remained at Centreville, 
as a reserve. 

Information was received by Genera! Tyler’s 
command, or the existence of the enemy’s battery, 
commanding that road. 

Our troops were then formed in battle array : 
The 2d New York and 2d Ohio, on the left; the 3d 
Ohio, 2d Wisconsin and 79th, 13th and 69th New 
York on tbe Tight. Colonel Miles’ Division fol¬ 
lowed in the rear. The first range gun was tired 
by Sherman’s battery, at 10 minutes of 7 o’clock, 
this morning. 

Tbe Confederates did not return his shot until 
an h-mr and a half afterwards, when Col- Hunter’s 
division came up and tbe battle became general. 
“Col. Hunter’s movement t> gain the rear of tbe 
enemy was almost a success. Tbe enemy's position 
was then opened upon by several of Carl Lie’s how- 
tzern, followed by slight skirmLbtng. ' 

The Confederates rapidly received reinforce¬ 
ments from Manassas Junction after tbe attack was 
opened. 

The battle consisted in a succession of fires from 
masked batteries, which were opened in every di¬ 
rection. When ooe was silenced its place was 
taken by two, and tha daring charges of our infan¬ 
try in unmasking them exhibited the most daunt¬ 
less courage. 

The 2d Ohio and tbe 2d New York militia were 
marched by flank through the woods by a new 
made road within a mile »f the main road, when 
they came on a battery of eight gnns with four 
regiments flanked in the rear. 

Our mL'D were immediately ordered to He down 
on either side of the road in order to allow two 
pieces of artillery to pass through and attack the 
work. This battery then opened upon us and kilie J 
on the third round Lieut. Dempsey, of company G, 
New York 2d, and William Maxwell, a drummer, 
and reriously wounded several others. 

Our troops were kept in this position for fifteen 
or twenty minutes under a galling fire, not being 
able to exchange sbntB with the enemy, although 
within a stone’s throw of their batteries. They 
succeeded in retiring in regular order with their 
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the New York 69th, 79th and 13 h reguneflV&v^vuo 
rushed upon one of the batteries, firing as they pro¬ 
ceeded with perfect elan, attacking it with the bay¬ 
onet’s point. Their yell of triumph seamen to carry 
all before them. 

They fouod that the Confederate bad abandoned 
the battery as they approached, and Imd only suc¬ 
ceeded in carrying off one gun. Thia success was 
acquired only after a severe loss of life, in which 
the 69th regiment suffered most severely, and it is 
reported that the Lieut.-Culoncl was among tboEe 
first killed. 

Ellsworth’s Zouaves also distinguished them¬ 
selves by their spirited assault on the batteries, at 
the poiut of the bayonet, but it is feared that their 
loss is immense. 

Up to the hoar of 3 P. M. it was generally un¬ 
derstood that we bad hemmed in the enemy en¬ 
tirely, and that Ihey were gradnally retreating; 
that Co). Hunter had dfiventhem back in the rear, 
and that Col. Hentzleman’s command was meeting 
with every success; and that it required bnt the 
reserve of General Tyler’s division to push un to 
Manassas Junction. 

A Mississippi soldier was taken prisoner by pri¬ 
vate Uasbrouke, of the Wisconsin 2d regiment. 
He turned out to be Brigadier Quartermaster 
Pryor, a cousin of Roger A. Prvor. He wa» cap¬ 
tured with his horse as he by accident rode within 
our lines. He discovered himself by remarking to 
HaBbrooke : 41 We are getting badly cut to pieces.” 
W hat regiment do you belong to, asked Hasbrouke. 

Tbe 19 ;h Mississippi, was tbe answer. Then you 
are my prisoner, said llasbro«ke. 

From the statements of this prisoner, it appears 
that our artillery has created great havoc among 
the rebels, «f whom there are from 3C,000 to 40.000 
in tbe field, under the command ot Gen. Beau¬ 
regard, while they have a reserve of 75,000 at tbe 
Junction. 

He describes an officer most prominent In the 
fight, distinguished from the rest from his white 
horse as Jeff Davis. He confirms the previous re¬ 
ports of regiments of neg.Q troops in the Confede¬ 
rate forces. He says it n difficult to get them in 
proper discipline in battle array. 

Tbe position of the enemy extended in three lines 
in the form of a triangle, the apex fronting tbe 
centre of our columns. The area seems to have been 
filled with masked batteries. 

At 7 o’clock this evening guns were still beard 
firing at short intervals. 

ANOTHER STATEMENT, 


Message of Prisldi nt Davis to the Confedei 
ate Congress at Richmond. 

Richmond, (Via New Orleans,) July 20.— Presi¬ 
dent Davis’ Inaugural Message to the Confederal 
Congress commences by calling attention to th< 
cause which formed the Confederacy. He says it 
.now only necessary to allude to such facta as have 
[ occurred during the recess and matters connected 
with tbe public defence. He congratulates Con 
gress on the acquisition to tbe Confederacy of three 
sovereign States. 

Tbe accumulation of tbe enemy’s forces on thi 
Potomac sufficiently demonstrated that the efforts 
of the Lincoln Government were to be directed 
against Virginia, and from no poiot could her de¬ 
fence and protection be so efficiently directed as 
from our own Capitol. Tbe rapid progress oi 
events during the last few months has stripped off 
the veil behind which the true policy and purposes 
of the Lincoln Government had previously been 
concealed. They have now been, he says, fully re¬ 
vealed. 

The Message of President Lincoln and the action 
of the present Congress of tbe United States, coo- 
fess an intention of subjugating the seceded States, 
by a WAr of folly,’equalled only by its wickedness— 
A war bv which it is impossible to attain the pro¬ 
posed result, whilst its dire calamities will fall 
doubly severe on themselves. 

Commencing last March with ^an affectation of 
ignorance of secession of those States which had 
originated the Confederate Government. Persist¬ 
ing io April in the absurd assumption of the exist¬ 
ence of a riot which waa to be dispersed by the 
posse comitatus —continuing for several successive 
months the fatee representation that these States 
intended offensive war, in spite of conclusive evi¬ 
dence to the contrary; the President of the United 
Sta es and his advisors succeeded in deceiving the 
people of those States into the belief that the pur¬ 
poses of this Government were not peace at home, 
but conquest abroad—not defence of our liberties, 
but the subversion of tbe libertiea of the people of 
tbe United States. 

The series of manoeuvres by which this impression 
waa created, and which were devised in perfidy al¬ 
ready known, fortunately for the truth of history. 
Lincoln’s message minutely detailed the attempt 
to reinforce Fort Sumter in violation of an armis¬ 
tice, which he confesses to have been informed of 
only by rumors too vague and uncertain to create 
any attention. The hostile expedition of the des¬ 
patch to supply Fort Sumter is admitted to have 
been undertaken with the knowledge that its suc¬ 
cess was impossible, be charges these StateB to be 
tbe assailants of tbe Union. The world cannot 
misunderstand this unfounded pretence. 

- President Davis then compares the present in¬ 
vasion with that of Great Britain, but which was 
' conducted in a more civilized manner. 

Mankind will shudder at outrages now being 
committed on defenceless females by those pretend¬ 
ing to be tbetr fellow-citizens. 

Who can depict the horrors which they regard 
with deliberate malignity, and, under a pretext of 
suppressing insurrection, make special war on sick 
women and children by withholding medicines ne- 
eesaary fur their cure. The sacred claims of hu¬ 
manity, respected by all natiuns, even in ibe fury 
of battle, by a careful deviation from attack on hos¬ 
pitals, is now outraged by a Government which 
pretended to desire a continuance of fraternal con¬ 
nection. Such outrages admit of no retaliation, 
unless the actual perpetrators should be captured. 

Col. Taylor’s mission to Washington was for tbe 
purpose of effecting the exchange of prisoners 
taken nn the privateer Savannah. He informed 
President Liucotn of our determined purpose to 
check all barbarities on prisoners of war by such 
retaliation as would effectually put an end to such 
practices. President Lincoln promised a reply, 
which has cot been received. 

In reference to the peculiar relations exieting be¬ 
tween this Government and tbe States usually 
called Border Slave StateB, be says that some 
would have united with us, as they are with almost 
entire unanimity opposed to the prosecution 
tbe war with us, bat these States which 
regard us as brethren, are restrained by tbe 
acLual presence of Urge armies, subversive 
of the civil authority; and tbe declaration 
of martial law, the President declaring that iu or¬ 
der to execute the.law, some single law, made with 
extreme tenderness of tbe citizen's liberty, may to 
a limited extent be wiolated. We may well rejoicj 
that we have forever severed our connection with 

the 


a government that thus tramples upon all 
principles of constitutional liberty; and with tbe 
people in whose presence such an avowal may be 
paraded. 

Operations in the field will be greatly extended 
by reason of the policy wtiich baa heretofore been 
secretly eutertaioed, and now armed and acted 
upon by the United States. The force hitherto 
raised would have proved ample for the defence 
of the seven States which originally organized the 
Confederacy. 

Excepting on those fortified islands which the 
enemv’s naval force enabled them to retain, be 
has been driven out. Now at the expiration of 
five months from tbe formation Of that Govern¬ 
ment not a single hostile foot presses their soil. 

Our forces, however, must necessarily prove in¬ 
adequate to tbe reported invasion by half a million 
men, as now proposed by tho enemy. A corres¬ 
ponding increase of our forces, therefore, becomes 
necessary. 

Our crops are now tbe most abundant ever known 
in history. Many believe tbe supply is adequate 
two years’consumption. Our citizens wanif-tt*a 
laudable pride in upholding their independence, 
unaided by any other resources save their own. 

The subscription to the loan proposed by the Gov¬ 
ernment cannot fall short of 950,000,000, and will 
probably exceed that sum.

Tilman, killed three of the prize crew with a 
hatchet. The other two were released on promising 
to assist in working the vessel. Their names are 
James Wilmer and James Dawaett, formerly of 
New Jersey- The negro Tilman, with the aid of 
tbe erew, except one named Donald McCloud, who 
refused to assist in the recapture of tbe vessel, 
brought her to this port. 


Rumored Re-capture of the Brig Cuba. 

New York, July 20.—Captain Peel, of the brig 
Costa Hica, from Aspinwall, arrived here, reports 
speaking on the 8th inst., off Cape Antonio, brig 
Cuba, Captain Stout, from Trinidad for Loudon, 
who reported that they had succeeded in disarm¬ 
ing the prize Crew placed nn board after being 
captured by a privateer and bad the privateersmen 
in irons, and the captain would bring his vessel 
into New York, Two of the privateersmen were 
transferred to the Costa Hica and have arrived 
here.

forces rallied and retook the battery.

A large 
number of tbe three years’ men are arriving along 
(he tine of tbe Poromnc. The Eleventh Indiana 
regiment, Col. Wallace’s Zouaves, lum^iicO m o- u. 
Patterson’s headquarters this morning at Charles¬ 
town and offered their service* as h>ng as they are 
wan f ed. Gen. Patterson thanked them with ex¬ 
pressions of deep gratitude and tbe brave fellows 
were greeted with hearty cheers. A Swiss soldier 
of tbe Twelfth New York came in camp after hav¬ 
ing been a prisoner. He killed two Confederate 
troops in making bis escape. 

Retreat of Gen. Johnston to Manassas Junc¬ 
tion—A Battle Anticipated—More Tropps 
sent into Virginia. 

Washington, July 21.—It is not doubted in high 
military quarters that Gen. Johnston was enabled 
to effects junction with the Confederates at Ma¬ 
nassas Gap some time during yesterday. Official 
despatches were sent to Gen. McDowell at two 
o’clock last evening. 

Gen. McDowell waa to have moved upon the 
enemy at 6 o’clock last evening. 

The New York 37th regiment passed over to 
Virginia this morning, the band playing “Dixie” 
amid the cheers of the soldiers and citizens. 

Washington Items--Troops Mustered ont of 

(Service. 

Washington, July 21.—General McDowell has 
caused the following order to be issued: 

The captains of Yarisn’a battery of light artillery 
attached to the Bth regiment of the New York vo- 1 
lonteer State Militia, having completed the period 
of its enlistment, is honorably discharged from tbe 
service of the United Slates, and will march to 
Alexandria and report to Gen. Runyon to be mus* 
tered ont of the service.

Fort Kearney, July 18.— The overland express, 
with dates to the fourth lost,, furnishes the follow¬ 
ing additional intelligence; 

GENERAL INTELLIGENCE. 

The first daily overland mail coach started from 
Placerville, escorted out of town by an immense 
concourse of citizens, with bands of tnnsic and can¬ 
non firing. The coach and horses were decorated 
with American flags. There were six bags ot the 
letter mail and twenty-eight bags of newspapers— 
in all weighing 1,776 pounds. 

Business is suspended throughout the State to¬ 
day, and our national annivi-rmi ? nceives the 
homage of a people devoted to th<; Union. 

There never was such a display of flags and so 
many manifestations of patriotism, in all appropri¬ 
ate, at any previous anniversary. Nearly all the 
churches of San Francisco have run up the Stars 
and Stripes during the week, to remain up till the 
war ii ended. 

For several evenings past a magnificent comet 
has been visible about 14 degrees west of tbe north 
star, with the tail extending across tbe heavens 
more than 90 degrees. In many respects it resem 
bles the comet of 1858, with a very much larger 
nucleus. 

On Friday and Saturday of last week Governor 
Downey isMied some sixty military commissions 
to officers of the various companies throughout 
tbe State. 

Dates from Oregon have been received per 
steamer Pacific to the 1st inst. 

Three companies of the Fourth United States In¬ 
fantry arrived by the Pacific. Colonel Wright has 
countermanded the order tor'tbe removal of Capt. 
Pickett’s company of the Ninth Infantry from San 
Juan Island. 

Tbe best indication yet seen of tbe existence of 
gold, io paying qualifies, in Nez Perces county, is 
the fact that tbe Pacific brought down some 
836,000 in dust from there.

Louis acd Fort Benton; and from that place to Lew- 
istown, at the mouth of Clear Water, stages will 
run regularly, and a steamer, forwarding freight 
and pastengers, will connect tbe latter place with 
Vancouver, which is to become the head of ocean 
steamship navigation. 

It wa« with thia object in view that the company 
lately bought the ocean steamers. If carried out, 
aa it will undoubtedly be, it will be of incalculable 
benefit to this region. The practicability of Ihia 
enterprise has been fully demonstrated. Steamers 
of light draught would have no difficulty in navi- 
gating tbe Upper Missouri, at Fort Benton, at all 
seasons of tbe year. 

Austin Smith, late the United States Navy Agent, 
left for tbis port and turned over tbe office to his 
successor Last week, and departed for the East by 
the steamer of the 1st, and, it is believed, to enter 
the Confederate army He ia a son of ex-Governnr 
William Smith, of V irginia. The day after he left 
a suit waa commenced against him in one of the 
San Francisco Courts, to recover $14,399 entrusted 
to him by a man and iris wile, as their agent. 

The Sacramento Union of to day, in commenting 
upon tbe suit, gives tbe followiog account of 
Smith's sentiments to Mr. Chining, bis successor in 
tbe uffice.

CITY INTELLIGENCE 

Tlie Out mgr on West I.*>x(ngton Street—-In¬ 
solence and Ruffianism of Soldiers—Bru¬ 
tal Attack on Rati Its— ltevel vers Used. 


An investigation of the circumstances attending 
the outrage parpetrated by some members of the 
New York Thirteenth regiment on Wednesday 
evening last, discloses the following facts: For 
some diva previous the regiment bad been in the 
habit of making an evening parade through va¬ 
rious streets in tbe western portion of the city, and 
usually passed along Lexington street.. On the 
evening preceding Ua’ on which the difficulty 
took place, as tbe regiment marched by tbe bouse 
of Mr. David O. Laws, No. 673 Wust Lexington 
street, two sisters of Mr. Laws were looking out 
of an upper window, when several of the soldiers 
in the ranks impudently took off their hats and 
bowed to them. They also made gestures which 
were deemed insulting, and such as could only pro¬ 
ceed from low bred fellows. 

The next day the ladies, by way of retaliation, 
concluded to procure a sma'I United States 
flag, drape it in mourning, and display it at the 
wiudow when tbe regiment passed by. The regi¬ 
ment came along as usual, and as they were oppo¬ 
site the bouse showtd what Mrs. Laws do eased un¬ 
mistakable Btgns of displeasure. Thinking they 
might be induced to commit some disorder, Mrs. 
L. went up stairs, took tbe flag in, and brought it 
down, and threw it over tbe back fence of tbe yard 
into the alley. She had scarcely done this, when 
the door bell was mng quite violently. For a short 
time no one went to the door; but as the ringing 
continued, the door was opened aud two members 
ot the Thirteenth regiment, who had not been on 
parade, entered, aud drew their revolvers and de¬ 
manded the flag that had been displayed. 

Mrs. Laws told them that them that they could 
not get it. They swore they would have it, and 
ut up stairs to tbe room from which it bad been 
shown. Not fiuding it there they went further up 
stai:s to the room ot one of the ladies in the house, 
and as the door was lucked they kicked it open, 
aud presenting their revolvers to the head of the 
lady, demanded the flag. She told them that she 
did not know where it was, and as they discovered 
that they could not frighten her, they concluded to 
leave the house, aod did so. In a short time several 
members came from the rank* of the regiment, 
bich had then reached their camp, ana two oi 
them entering tho house with revolvers in tbeir 
hand?, demanded ot Mrs. Laws to produce the flag, 
rhich they assured hor they vr r >uld have at the risk 
if their lives. She told them thit they coaid not 
have it, and they might as well go. 

They then went up to a small colored girl who 
had a child in her arms, and placing their revolvers 
at her head, tht-y told her that they would blow 
er brains ont if she did not tell them where the 
flag wasl The girl refused, notwithstanding the 
fact that they threatened her for tbe second time. 
Tbyy then assured Mrs. Laws that they were gen¬ 
tlemen; she told them that their actions had not 
proved them to be such. Nothing daunted, they 
informed her that they would never leave tbe hoase 
until they had the flag; but she replied that they 
would have to wait a tong time. After a short 
time, Mrs. Laws came to the conclusion that if her 
husband came home and found them in 
bis house, a serious difficulty might en*ue, aud 
therefore she sent the girl tor tbe flag, which she 
gave to them, first taking off the. crape, which they 
demanded as a condition of their leaving the house; 
but just at this juncture a gentleman came in from 
the street, and ordered tbe ruffians to retire, which 
ti'AE. {Ud-nthfULPdi not without some grumbling, 
noticed a boy about fifteen years of age, nameu 
Smith, wearing a Beceesion badge; they im¬ 
mediately grabbfd him and took it from 
at the same time drawing their revol¬ 
vers. Mr. William Smith, a brother of the boy, 
saw tbe affair and ran to his assistance, when one 
of the soldiers drew his revolver-upon Mr. 
Smith, whose wife, seeing his situation, ran down 
and placed herself between her husband and tbe 
soldier, telling Mm that he would have to shoot 
through her. One of the Boldiers then grabbed ber 
by the arm, while another stepped up behind her 
and tore from her bosom a Confederate States 
badge which she wore. At tbis time a large crowd 
bad collected, and several weapons were drawn, 
wben some of tbe vice-policemen came up and ar¬ 
rested Mr. Smith for having a revolver drawn 
upon him, but upon being arraigned before a Jus¬ 
tice he was released. 

Howdy Soldiers on thr Northern Central Cars 
They Mistake their Man — Superintendent Clarke 
Corrects their Error .—The passenger train which 
arrived at Calvert street station on Satuiday, at 
noon, brought thirty-two soldiers, members ot the 
“ew York Tammany regiment. Col. Kennedy, who 
ere left behind at different railroad stations be¬ 
tween New York city and Harrisburg. When their 
regiment came on, these men left tbe cars at differ¬ 
ent station?, and were too drunk to get on again; 
consequently, they were compelled to wait for the 
next train. When the regiment was about to leave 
Harrisbnrg, Col. Kennedy ordered tbe adjutant of 
tbe regiment to remain behind and gather up the 
stragglers. On entering the cars at Harrisburg 
they were all drank, the adjutant included. They 
.acted in the most disorderly manner, and finally 
commenced destroying the seats in the o*r, aod 
kicking the lights out of tbe windows and doors. 
James Clarke, E?q-, the efficient superintendent of 
the road, was on board tbe traio, and went to the 
car containing tbe rowdy soldiers, and told the 
adjutant that he must enntroi the men, as be 
would not allow tbe property of the com¬ 
pany to be destroytd. The adjutant put on 
swaggering airs, and informed Mr. Clarke that 
be could control the men. Mr. Clarke insisted that 
the adjutant should do so, and if they were not con¬ 
trolled, overy one of them sbonld be pitched out of 
the cars. The adjutant became more insolent, and 
informed Mr. Clarke that be did not intend to try 
to control tbe men, and as lor the threat that his 
command would be ejected from tbe car, he con¬ 
sidered that he had men enough to bold the train, 
and he would do so. Tbe individual in epaullettes 
mistook his man when be indulged in the bravado. 
Mr. Clarke immediately stopped tbe train, entered 
tbe car, and individually disarmed every soldier in 
it, taking their guns from them, and placed them 
in tbe baggage car. He then informed the adjutant 
that the first resistance which either be or his men 
ffered to his authority would be punished on the 
spot. The craven rowdies cowed no tbe instant, 
and remained quiet until they reached the city. 

Harper’s Ferry Bridge to bk Repaired.— The 
Federal Government has, within a tew days past, 
directed the officers Of the Baltimore aod Ohio 
Kailroad Company to repair the bridge across the 
Potomac at Harper’s Ferry, assuring them that it 
will be protected to the fullest extent The work 
will be immediately commenced, and it is expected 
that tbe structnre will be finished in about ten 
days. Gen. McClellan has also ordered the Twenty- 
first Section bridge, a very important one, which 
crosses the Potomac about twenty-one miles above 
Cumberland, to be repaired. He will seod a force 

to protect It, ami menum mil* -- — 

This is all that will be done at present by way ot 
repairs, as tbe Federal Government bas lelt the 
rest of the tine of the road unprotected and unoccu¬ 
pied. 

Return of Three Months’Troops from the War. 
During Saturday night tbe 5th Pennsylvania re¬ 
giment, numbering 750 men. Colonel McDonnell, 
passed through this city from Washington, en rowe 
for their homes, tbeir term of service having es- 
pired. They have been encamped in the vicinity af 
the Metropolis since their enlistment, and havecoi^ 
sequentlv been in no action. They were accomp*- 
nitd by a detachment of about 100 of the 13th Pem- 
svlvania Regiment, whose term of enlistment bal 
also expired. 

Yesterday morning tbe 2d Pennsylvania regimett 
a! bo passed through, on their way home. Th*y 
came from Gen. Patterson’s division. 

The 23d Pennsylvania regiment is expected to aw 
rive tbis morning, en route for home. Tbis re^- 
ment also comes from Gen. Patterson, wbo has ft 
his division some ten or twelve regiments whoe 
time is about to expire, and all of them are exped- 
ed to return. Col. Butterfield’s New York reji- 
ment, which is also with Patteraon, » expected o 
re tarn in a few days. 

Movement of Troops.— After twelve o’clock lat 
night there wea quite a stir among the military lo¬ 
oted around the city. Couriers arrived from Gri. 
Banks, and procetded to the different camps. Y 
▼icf-police authorities were also routed, and left n 
cairiages to confer with the military cornuaandei. 
It is under6toodt bat several of the regiments wotsl 
leave before morning for Washington, among whih 
would be tbe New Y nrk 13th regiment, whose tem 
of service expires to day, and who intended to le*e 
for home to-morrow. About twelve o’clock tbe4h 
Pennsylvania regiment arrived by way of the Ne- 
thern Central Railway, but on reaching the Boltn 
depot were ordered to stop for further orders. 

Destructive Fire. —Near two o’clock on Satr- 
day morning fire was discovered in the Glue ft- 
tory of Mr. Caswell P. Bullock, situated near le 
Washington road, on the outskirts of the city. Tie 
proprietor estimates that his loss upon the bull¬ 
ing and stock is about $20,000. The origin of te 
fire could not be definitely ascertained, but win 
first seen, the flames were bursting from a rctn 
near the office.

SENATE. 

Washington, July 20.— Mr. Wade offered a joint 
resolution authorizing the President to appoint a 
Commissioner to represent the United States at the 
coming **World’s Fair,” London. Referred to the 
Committee on Foreign Relations. 

Mr. Cowan presented a memorial f rom citizens 
of Pennsylvania, asking that a national armory 
might be erected is that State. Referred to tbe 
Committee on Military Affairs. 

Mr. Kino presented the resolutions of the Legis¬ 
lature or New York iu relation to the reciprocity 
treaty with Kngland. Referred to the Committee 
on Foreign Relations. 

Mr. Hale introduced a bill for the increase of 
the Medical corps of the Navy. 

Mr. Hale introduced- a resolution empowering 
the Committee on Naval Affairs, to inquire into the 
circumstances of Ihe furrenrier of the Navy Yard 
at I’ensaciiia and Norfolk, with power to send for 
permna and papers. Referred to Committee on Na¬ 
val Affairs. 

Mr; Tkumbull, from the Committee on the Judi* 
ciary, reported back a bill to confirm tbe bonds of 
postmasters, with a recommendation that the bill 
do not pass. He said that if tbe bonds are good, no 
bill is necessary. Laid on tbe table. 

Mr. Fessenden, from tbe Committee on Finance*, 
reported back* a bill to allow tbe ^secretary of the 
Treasury to remit certain tines. Passed. 

Mr. Johnson, of Tennessee, introduced a bill to 
provide for the transportation of arms and ammu¬ 
nition to loyal citizens in Spates now in rebellion 
against tbe Government, and to provide for the or¬ 
ganization of military companies in those States. 
He said be felt that the Government was bound to 
protect them against invasion and keep down in¬ 
surrections. Referred to the Committee on Mili¬ 
tary Affair*. 

Mr. Trumbull introduced a bill to provide for 
holding Circuit and District courts in certain dis¬ 
tricts during a temporary insurrection. Referred 
to Committee oti Judiciary. 

Mr. Grimes’ bill in relation to the police force 
of Washington city was taken up. 

It provides that the anxiliarv watch be appointed 
by the President of the United States and Speaker 
of the House of Representatives. Paeeed. 

The bill to reimburse the 71st New York regi¬ 
ment for expenses incurred in employing a regi¬ 
mental band, wss taken up and passed. 

The bill was taken up and laid over to authorize 
tbe consirnetton of one or more iron-ctad ships.

Tbe morning hour having expired, the special 
order (Resolution No. 1) was opened for considera¬ 
tion, wben— 

Mr. Latham said he endorsed the act of tbe Presi¬ 
dent heartily, especially those most opposed by 
previous speakers of the opposite side. 

That the South had arrayed itself against the 
Government, because the democratic party had lost

of all the important committees. He said tbe Dem¬ 
ocratic party had Mr. Lincoln’s election as an ex 
cuss for the revelation. Ue contended that there 
was a party in the South who, for the past thirty 
years, had sought tbe opportunity of overthrowing 
the Government, and bad now, finally, almost ac¬ 
complished tht-ir object. He named Hon. William 
L. Yancey, of Alabama, aa the prime leader in the 
revolution—at the same time accredited him with 
being one of tbe most able statesmen and far-seeing 
politicians in the country. 

Mr. Latham throughout htB entire remarks con¬ 
fined himself to the consideration of parties and 
their purposes as connected with the present revo¬ 
lution, and made an eloquent defence of tbe puri¬ 
ty of the motives which prompted tbe Republican 
party to endorse* President Lincoln’s acts and to 
earry on tbe war with the uncompromising and 
zealous spirit which had thus far characterized its 
legislative proceedings. 

In concluding, he affirmed that no matter how 
many States shall feel justified iu joining the Con¬ 
federacy, that bis State (California) would ever 
continue to support tho old National Government, 
no difference by which political party it might be 
controlled.

he has been, or what he has been doing. Tbe se¬ 
crets of his journey he keeps sacredly to himsell. 
It is noted, however, that when he returns on these 
occasiocs he is quite busy with bis maps and dia¬ 
grams, and tbe inference is that be was engaged 
while absent in making observations of the country 
bevond his own linos, and, perhaps, even within 
the lines of the enemy.

The New Orleans Picayune, copies of which 
were forwarded to New York by Adams’ Express* 
has the following from its special correspondeut: 
Manassas J section, Va., July 7.— There are 
mu, (..ifucu, forward move¬ 

ment, but tbe work of fortification still comruun. 
By nature the position is one of the strongest that 
could have been found in the whole State. About 
half-way between the eastern spur of the Blue 
Ridge and tbe Potomac, below Alexandria, it com- 1 
maods the whole country between so perfectly Mint 
there is scarcely a possibility of its being turned. 
The right wing stretches off' towards the head wa¬ 
ters of tbe Ocoquan, through a wooded country, 
which is easily made impassable by the felling of 
trees. The left is a rolling table land, easily cum- 1 
manried fretn the successive elevations, till you 
rerch a country so rough and so rugged that it ia a 
defence to itself. The key to the whole position, 
in fact, is precisely that point which Gen. Beaure¬ 
gard chose for bis centre, and which be has forti¬ 
fied so strongly that in the opinion of military men 
5,000 men could there hold 20.000 at bay. 

The poution.in fact, is fortified Id partby Nature 
herself. It is a succession of hills, nearly equi dis¬ 
tant from each other, in front of which is a ravine 
so deep and so thickly wondod that it is passa¬ 
ble only at two points, and those through gorges 
which fifty men can defend against a whole army. 

Of tbe fortifications euperaaded here by General 
Beauregard to those of nature, it is of course im¬ 
proper for me to speak. Tbe general reader, in 
tact, will have a sufficiently precise idea of them by 
conceiving a line of forts some two miles in extent 
zig-zag in form, wiih angles, salients, bastions, 
casemates and everything that property belongs to 
works ot this kind. 

The strength and advantage of this position at 
Manassas are very much increased by tbe fact that 
fourteen miles further on is a position of similar 
formation, white tbe country between is admirably 
adapted to the subsistence and entrenchment of 
troops io numbers as large as they can easily b» 
manoeuvred nn the real battle field. 'Water is good 
and abundant; forage such as is everywhere found 
in the riel) farming districts of Virginia, and the 
communication with all parts of the country easy. 

Here, overlooking an extensive plain, watered 
by mountain streams, which ultimately find their 
wav to the Potomac, and divided into verdant 
fields of wheat and oats and corn, pasture aod 
meadow, are the headquarters of tbe advanced 
forces of the artnv of the Potomac. They are South 
Uarolinian?, Louisianians, Alabamians, Missis; 1 ip 
puns, aud Virginians, for tbe most part; the first 
two, singularly enough, being in front, and that 
they will keep it, their friends at home may rest 
assured. Never have I seen a finer body nf men— 
m-D who were more ohedient’to discipline, or 
breathed a more self-sacrificing patriotism. 

As might be expected from the skill with which 
be has chosen his positi n, and the system with 
which be encamps and moves bis men, Gen. Beau¬ 
regard is very popular here I doubt if Napoleon 
himself bad more the und vidt d confidence of bis 
army. Bv nature, as also from a wise policy, he 
is very reticent. Notan individual here knows his 
plans, or a single move of a regiment before it ia 
made, and then only the colonel and bis men know 
where it goes to. There is nnt a man here who can 
give anything like a satisfactory answer bow many 
men he it as nr where his exact lines are. 

For the distance of 14 miles around you see 
tents everywhere, and from them you can make a 
rough estimate ol bis men, but how many more are 
encamped io the by-roads and in the forests 
none tan tell. The new comer, from what he 
sees at first glance, puts down the number 
at about 30,000 men; those who have been 
longest estimate his force at 40,000, 50,- 
000, and some even at 60,000 strong. And there 
ia the same discrepancy as to the quantity of hia 
artillery. So close does the General keep his af-

his right hand doeth, and sn jealous is be of this 
prerogative of a commanding officer, that I verily 
believe it he suspected his coat of any acquaintance 
with the plans revolving within him, he would 
cast it from him. 

The General’s headquarters is a little farm honse, 
about fifteen ieet by twenty, fronting on one of the 
roads that lead to Alexandria. The ground floor 
Is divided into two rooms. The front one is filled 
with dessks, at which clerks sit writing or engaged 
in business of a varied character. Tbe back one 
appears to be used as a storeroom or kitchen. 
Above, the same division continues, and the front 
room ia tbe General’s apartment. It is about fif¬ 
teen ieet long by ten wide, and hung with maps 
of the State and country around. Iu the centre 
is a plain pine table, on which lie, neatly folded up, 
what the visitor would naturally take to be plans, 
specifications, surveys, geometrical drawings, Ac., 
and by tbeir Bide, mi itary reports. Everything has 
the air of neatness, coolness and mathematical cal¬ 
culation. Of course there is pothing in tbe room 
but what pertains to the office, and to most eyes it 
would appear somewhat bare: but what there is is 
arranged with so much taste that the general im¬ 
pression is by no means unpleasing. 

Thu General is in bis room tbe greater part of 
the day, apparently occupied with bis plans and 
reports. Then hour after hour he Bits alone by his 
neat little pine table, maps, plans and specifica¬ 
tions before him, and large open windows open be¬ 
hind and around him—at first sight tbe cold, cal¬ 
culating, nnsympathizing mathematician. Every 
now and then an aid enters with a report oc mes¬ 
sage, which is delivered in military style, deliber¬ 
ately examined io silence, the corresponding order 
promptly written out or delivered jo as few words 
as possible, and our mathematical iceberg is alone 
again. When a visitor drops in, however, at a 
leisure moment, the formality of tbe officer readily 
gives way to that easy interchange of civilities 
which characterizes nur people at home, but noth¬ 
ing more. Even at the table, when the General is 
daily surrounded by the most distinguished gentle¬ 
men of the country, there appears to be a distance 
which I suppose is natural to his position, but 
which is rarely found elsewhere. 

The leading characteristic of Gen. Beauregard’s 
mind is clearness of perception. Soper added to 
this Is a strictly mathematical education. This 
you Bee in every word and look, even in the ex¬ 
pression of his face. Sines, cosines and tangents 
stick out everywhere. In person be is slender but 
compactly built, and extremely neat. Add to this, 
a precision of manner, slightly modified by the ease 
which characterizes tbe well bred man of the 
world, aod jnu have a correct idea of the man 
whose word is law and gospel throughout one of the 
largest, most intelligent and best appointed armies 
ever assembled on the American continent. 

In his personal Staff the General has been'Peou- 

liarly fortunate. They are principally from South 
Carolina, the same he had with him at the siege of 
Fort Sumter; all of them accomplished, discreet 
gentle pen of the most pleasing manners. Among

Nn accurate accounts can he expected from the 
bottle. Tbe truth Is not a quarter totd. The de¬ 
tent was terribie—the slaughter terrific. Oa the 
approach of the Hessians to Fairfax the Confede¬ 
rates made a rapid retreat, ieaviog things rather 
in confusion. At Centreville they also gave way, 
leaving behind in disorder even munitions of war. 
The stand was made at Bull Run. The Run at 
this point winds in the form of a Eegmeut. Several 
batteries wt re erected upon it at different points. 
Fire was not opened until the Hessians hud advanc¬ 
ed well, when three batteries opemd upon them, 
raking th*>m in every direction. They retreated 
in confusion, but rallying again made an atiack, 
when they were again repulsed with a heavy loss. 
Home of the guns worked by old navy officers were 
most admirably served. 

The Hessians now retreated three miles, to Cen- 
trevilie. They were immediately pursued by Beau¬ 
regard, who commanded in person. At Centreville 
a stand was made, and Gen. T> ler gave battle. The 
fight, which was an open one bt-tween the two 
forces, lasted until 4 o’clock P. M., when it was 
terminated by a storm, and the Confederates lav 
nil night on tbeir arms, intending to renew the 
battle in the morning. But Gen. Tyler was not on 
hand. One of tbe killed appears to have been au 
officer of high rank. He wa* mounted on a magni¬ 
ficent horse and was seen riding about during the 
day in every direction. Nearly $1,000 in gold w»i 
b und on his person as well as a fine gold watch in 
his pocket. The horse, which was also severely 
wounded, was exceedingly admired by the Southern 
gentlemen.

LATEST FROM WINCHESTER, 

Gen. Jolt ii* ton’s Force—Col. Lam on’* Re¬ 
giment a Failure—Tlie Federal Army at 
Charlestown- 

Winchester, July 19. 

. Geo. Johnston is already known to have retreat¬ 
ed from Martinsburg to Winchester. He bad io< 
tended making a stand at Bunker Hill, but tbe in- 
rti mmVuihUn^tisgt,in £«jue newspapers assigning 
ed, caused him to change his p+ans. His force has 
been at do time so large as was reported in Balti¬ 
more. On the contrary, nothing but tbe resolute 
and determined spirit of the men, who almost re¬ 
fused to retreat, decided Gen. Johnston to make a 
stand and offer battle, as be did against such odds* 
But Gen. Patterson declined to advance, and Jobn* 
Bton fell back. After leaving Bunker Hill Gen- 
J oh ns <>n took up his position some distance in front 
of Winchester, sending ait his equipage in the rear* 
On Tuesday evening last, as Colonel Kteuirti 
who ib not a Maryland but a Virginia iSteu 
art, was out ou a scouting expedition with 
hia cavalry, he suddenly came upon a forag¬ 
ing party of the enemy, which was pre- 
coded by a field piece. Tne parties did not per¬ 
ceive each other until they were only about two 
hundred yards apart. The Federate, or rather 
Hessians—for the Northerners are called nothing 
else now in the South, the Southerners being only 
known as Americans—opened a brisk fire upon the 
cavalry, which beat a retreat as quickly as possi¬ 
ble, which was effected with little loss. 

Col. Steuart proceeded at once to Winchester 
where he gave the information. It was supposed 
that this was aa advance guard nf Patterson’s 
force and the troops were at once drawn up in bat¬ 
tle array determined to make a stand. They slept 
all night on tbeir arms, but Patterson did not ad¬ 
vance. 

The Lynchburg Republican, of the 17th, has the 
following 

On Monday afternoon, two nf our scouts arrived 
In camp, who reported thattheenemy, in full force, 
were advancing on Winrhester, and that they were 
then only a few miles off'—(heir artillery entirely 
occupying the main road, while their infantry 
were scattered in every direction for miles on either 
side. 

Un the receipt of this information, our troops, 
under Gen. Johnston were immediately made ready 
to give tbe Hessians a warm reception. 

The enemy’s forces, immediately under command 
of Gen. Patterson, are faid to be about 30,OUff 
ttrnng, while about 10,000 are within a shors dis¬ 
tance, on the oppotite side of the Potomac, ready 
to reinforce him at any moment. 

General Johnston had not entirety completed bis 
fortifications, but so far advanced were they, that 
should the enemy presume to attack them, that bat 
a small portion of our torch would be able to anni¬ 
hilate the entire army of the enemy. 

It was rumored at Manvssas that the enemy was 
advancing, and that an engagement was confidently 
looked for. The forces ofGen. Beauregard bad 
been putin complete readiness, and were in the 
highest spirits at the prospect of meeting the 
enemy. 

The mucb-talked-of regiment of Col. Lamon, pre¬ 
tended to be recruited from the Union men of 
Berkeley county and the vicinity,has proved & per¬ 
fect failure. He has not yet recruited one hun¬ 
dred men. General Patterson is so disgusted with 
tbe Union spirit of Martinaburg that he has aban¬ 
doned the position entirely. Tbe Union men, wbo 
are very few, are consequently in such bad heart 
that they are leaving that place. 

General Patterson has proceeded to Charlestown 
for tbe purpose of taking possession of Harper's 
Ferry and opening cotamunicfltmn with Baltimore. 
Gen. Cndwalader was with Patterson. 

About 150 of tbe three mouths men wilt leave 
ito Tctieiai forces tn-day for Baltimore. Every 
effort has been made to detain them, but they re¬ 
fuse to serve longer. Threats were even resorted 
to. The time of a large number will expire in a 
few days, wben many of them will certainly leave.

FROM WESTERN VIRGINIA.

Washington, July 20,18CI. 
Reliable news has just been received herefrom 
General McCteilan’s command. There is evidently 
a large movement nf troops towards Oakland,or in 
that direction. A strong endeavor is to be made 
to disperse entirely and rout the balance of Gar¬ 
nett’s command aod prevent aoy effectual rally. 

Gen. McClellan, however, does not intend to 
push forward to join Patterson. His intention is 
to make & march towards the Kanawha, effect s 
junction with the forces which he baa already de¬ 
spatched to Point Pleasant on tbe Kanawha, and 
after defeating Coi. Tompkins and O. J. Wise, 
push onward towards Wyibeville, and take pos¬ 
session of tbe Tennessee Railroad. Thence he 
proposes to proceed to East Tennessee, where he 
will arm the Union men, for which purpose be in¬ 
tends to carry arms with him. Tbis effected, be 
will join Col. Fremont, and surround Cairo. 

This would no doubt be a brilliant feat, and be a 
terrible blow to the South; but after the news of 
the brilliant victory obtained by Col. C. Q. Tomp¬ 
kios over Gen. Cox, at Pipe Creek, newB uf which 
was received last night, Gen. McClellan may 
find thia attempt to obtain possession of so impor¬ 
tant a road as tbe Tennessee railroad no easy task.

lowing : 

Prisoners of War, 

The Hon. J. P. Benjamin, Attorney-Genera I of 
the C. S. A., has issued a circular of instruction 
to Marshals in relation to prisoners of war, and 
persons captured at sea, under date of July 12th, 
1861. We insert that portion of it which is o 
most importance: 

1. All person* captured at sea and placed in cus¬ 
tody of tbe Marshal*, are at once to be confined in 
such manner as to prevent their obtaining any 
information which could be made useful to the 
enemy. 

2. All persons captured on board of vessels 
(whether armed oi unarmed) employed ia the 
public service of the United States, are to be con¬ 
sidered as prisoners of war. All persons employed 
in the service of tbe enemy are to be considered aa 
prisoners of war, even when captured on unarmed 
vessels not employed in the public service of tha 
en^my. 

Persons captured on private unarmed vessels, 
and not employed in the public service of the ene¬ 
my, are not prisoners of war. 

3. A* soon as the Marbhal shall have received 
into custody person* captured at sea, he shall make 
out a liat of their nam-s, rank and position, and 
submit one copy thereof to the Judge of tbe court, 
and another to the captors or their proctor, for the 
purpose of designating such as are to be detained 
as witnesses. 

4. After separating those who are to be detained 

in confinement as witnesses, Ihe Marsha) will at 
once deliver to tbe commander ofthe nearest mili¬ 
tary post all the prisoners of war; and will trans¬ 
port to the frontier and place beyond the limits of 
tbe Confederacy all such alien enemies as are not 
prisoners of war. 


SIGNS OF THE TIMES. 

The Beauties ofthe Telegraph Reports. 

The Northern press are reaping the fruits ofthe 
present telegraph system as conducted by the 
Government, and appear to be getting heartily 
tired of it. 

The following is taken from the Syracuse (N.Y.)' 
Daily Union and Courier.* 

The newspapers are obliged to depend on the tele¬ 
graph for the news from the *eat of war, and as of 
course our readers know that General Scott and 
the Bub-’O-Linksof the Administration have taken 
the wires in tbeir own hands, notbiog can be ex¬ 
pected in this region from* the seat of war but 
great disasters and defeat to the rebels, with bril- 
' ant victories and “nobody hurl” attending tbe 
Federal troops. As with tho battle of Laurel Hill 
in Western Virginia, we have had four different 
accounts of it over the wires, each contradicting 
the other. Lincoln and Scott have taken lessons 
of tlie British in recording the battle* of tbe Cri¬ 
mea to some advantage. After several hours of 
sharp fighting, the rebels are defeated wilh a loss 
of 300 killed, 600 wounded, a thousand or so pris¬ 
oners, and the balance of the reb-l force are giv- 
said tobave retreatea*iuV wl V’ w hHe our army is 
killed and fourteen wounded. 'rrow : *h<b"/^ute:ht 
gent reader can reconcile these facts, when 
our troops are led up to face masked batteries 
that pour a destructive shower of balls and bullets 
into their advancing ranks, is more than we are 
able to conjecture. But wo suppose this ir dune 
fur some wise purpose, known only to tbe Admin¬ 
istration and General Scott. The old hero *ays so, 
and it’s ail right. Our readers are heartily sick 
of the false and contradictory telegraph reports. 
They put to shame the onesided reports of the 
English pre$s during the progress of the Crimean 
war, and the people no this side of the Atlantic 
then complained loudly and bitterly nf the cheat. 
The people of Europe have better fnciliries, and 
are an hundredfold more intimate with the condi¬ 
tion of affairs and the progress of the rebellion in 
the Southern States than we of the North are. 
This is a nice state of things for a free people. 
With the Southern maila cut off, and the telegraph 
wire* in the hand* of the G >vernmeut, our readers 
should take tbe war news with all due allowance. 
Tbe real and unbiassed progress of the civil war 
will not he known until it is faithfully recorded ia 
impartial history.

INTERESTING FROM TENNESSEE. 
Experience of a Philadelphian in Nashville — 
The Secession Feeling Rampant— Provisions 
Abundant and Cheap—Hatred op Northern 
Men — The Blockade, Ac. 

We bad «n interview to-day with a gentleman of 
this city, who returned this morning from a vi.-it to 
Tennessee. He went to Nashville and returned 
without having excited any suspicion that he was a 
Northern man, and in tins way he escaped personal 
annoyance, and enjoyed opportunities of observa¬ 
tion. He left Uhila telpbia on the 2d of July, and 
proceeded direct to Louisville. From that city he 
went by rail and on foot to Nashville, by a round¬ 
about route. In Louisville pat tj feeling runs very 
high. 

in consequence ofthe seizure of trains by the 
Tennessee State authorities, the cars on the Louis¬ 
ville and Nashville Railroad now stop three miles 
from the State line, on the Kentucky side. From 
that point the passengers are compelled to make 
their way into Tennessee in the best way they can, 
and then proceed to Na.-hville by a roundabout way 
through Bowling Green and Clarksville. 

Oar informant was twenty-one hours in going 
from Louisville to Nashville, a distance that is ac¬ 
complished in eight hours in times of peace. 

Near Clarksville, Tennessee, there is a camp 
which is composed principally of Kentucky seces¬ 
sionists. There are about two thousand men there. 

Nashville is violently for secession. The Con¬ 
federate flag floats from all the hotels and public 
buildings and the secession madness bas seized all 
classes. The most intelligentderide the idea ofany 
.solution for the difficulty, short of separation, and 
they pretend to believe that tbe Federal Adminis¬ 
tration is levying & war of extermination upon 
them. They declare that they are fighting for 
tbeir homes, their firesides, and for the honor of 
their wives and daughters. The military spirit 
runs high in this part of Tennessee, aud the sol¬ 
diers raised are generally hardy men. They are 
well armed and equipped, but they suffer greatly 
from the want of shoes. Boots and shoes are 
scarce in Nashville, and the stock on hand is not 
sufficient for three months. No trade is doing ex¬ 
cept in war supplies. The tatter are scarce. -Pro¬ 
visions are abundant aud cheap.

Harvard Festivities. The Harvard 
graduates of three years standing and up¬ 
wards had a dinner in Gore Hall after the 
commencement exercises. The Governor, 
Mr. Everett, and the venerable Josiah Quin¬ 
cy vyere among the speakers. The latter, 
now in his ninetieth year, seems to have 
been alike vigorous and liappV, if wc may 
judge fiom the follow ing, which we take 
from the Boston Advertiser's report: 

President Felton next proposed thclioallh 
of President Quincy, the oldest living grad¬ 
uate, and oldest liiing ex-president of the 
college. 

President Quincy was greeted with most 
cordial applause as he rose to answer this 
compliment. lie accused President Felton 
of seeking revenge hy calling him up for a 
call long ago made upon him by himself. 
He said that it was now thirty-two j ears 
since his inauguration as president of the 
University, at which time he was in his 
fifty-eighth jear and a graduate of thirty- 
eight years standing; long actively engaged 
in politics, which means sowing the wind 
and reaping the whirlwind (laughter) ; wliat 
was worse, lie had been six years mayor of 
Poston, straightening, widening and clean¬ 
ing streets in which no classic line was ever 
uttered; not even qvadrapulanie putnrii 
sonitu , &c. (laughter), in looking after 
docks and sewers where no airs from Heli¬ 
con linger, where no bee of II j mettus ever 
wanders (laughter); and in this state of 
preparation he was made president of Har¬ 
vard University. When he was fairly in¬ 
augurated he began to think of his qualifi¬ 
cations, particularly of his classical quali¬ 
fications. lie concluded that he might per¬ 
haps do pretty well in Latin; but as for his 
Greek it was gone, gone; and it was a pro¬ 
found question, at least in those days wheth¬ 
er it would be a possible thing to carry on 
the business of the University without 
Greek. Iti this juncture, he accidentally 
heard of a young man who was keeping 
school at Northampton, one Felton by name, 
a young man, who, they said, 

-“ Could speak Greek 

As naturally as pigs squeak: 

That Latin mts no more difficile 
Than to a blackbird ’tisto whistle”—(tangbter). 
Straightway he sent for him and asked him 
to become Greek tutor; the offer was ac¬ 
cepted, since which time there has been no 
difficulty about Greek in the University. 
President Quincy took his seat amid the 
laughter and applause which followed thi 9 
lively sallj r of wit. 

Camp Life is the Hevolutiox. Camp 
life under the most favorable circumstances 
has its hardships, but the soldiers of our 
time have not yet passed through the stem 
ordqal to which the revolutionary men were 
subjected. The following extract is from a 
diary kept at Valley Forge, by Albigcncc 
Waldo, Surgeon in the Continental Army, 
1777-78, which wc find in the Historical 
Hagazine for May:— 

Dec. lWi.—Prisoners and Deserters are 
continually coming in. The Army, who 
have been surprisingly healthy hitherto — 
now begin to grow sickly from the contin¬ 
ued fatigues they have suffered this cam¬ 
paign. Yet they still show spirit of Alacri¬ 
ty and Contentment not to be expected 
from so young troops. I am sick—discon¬ 
tented—out of humor. Poor food—hard 
lodging—Cold weather—fatigue — nasly 
clothes— nasty cookery—Vomit half my 
time—smoked out of my senses—the Dev¬ 
il’s in’t—I can’t endure it — Why are we 
sent here to starve and freeze—What sweet 
Felicities have I left at home—A charming 
Wife—pretty Children—Good Reds—Good 
food —good cookery—all agreeable—all 
harmonious. Here, all confusion—smoke, 
cold—hunger and filthiness—A pox on my 
bad luck. Here comes a bowl of beef soup 

— full of burnt leaves and dirt; sjtkish 
enough to make a hector spue,—away with 
it Boys — I ’live like the Chamclon, upon 
air. Poh! Poll! cries Patience within me 

— you talk like a fool. Your being sick 
covers your mind with Jlelanchollic Gloom, 
which makes everything about you appear 
terrible gloomy. 

English Gossip. —Some of the papers are 
discussing the reports about Queen Victo¬ 
ria’s health and rumored change of religious 
opinions. The question is, if she has be¬ 
come a Catholic, under the influence of the 
last exhortation of her mother, who died in 
that spirit, will the abdicate the throne, 
since the British constitution requires that 
the sovereign shall be of the Protestant 
faith. It is fairly inferrible from the hints 
in the English papers that the queen is in a 
state of religious melancholy. 

The third daughter of Victoria, the prin¬ 
cess Mary, whose betrothal to the Duke of 
Nrwcastle has been announced, is a very- 
comely personage, but very stont—so stout , 
in fact, that she finds crinoline entirely su¬ 
perfluous, except around the bottom of her 
skirt; and it is said that it has been neces¬ 
sary of late to enlarge the door of her car¬ 
riage. A marriage was proposed between 
her and Victor Emanuel, and he was de¬ 
lighted with the prospect of a connection 
with the royal family of England through 
the owner of so charming a face as that of 
the portrait which was shown to him. But 
when, on Ms visit to England, he saw thq 
lady, iZ re galantuorao —himself no slender 
lad—he retired precipitately, from the ne¬ 
gotiation. “I cannot many that woman,” 
said he, “ she- isLroad enough to sit Upon 
the set en hills of Home.”

He says thut one of the shells fired by our men 
exploded near Lee and Beauregard, killing a num¬ 
ber of officers and men. A retreat was proposed, 
but overruled by Lee. They then brought a rifled 
cannon to bear upon our ranks. Lieut. Tomp¬ 
kins, with seven cavalry, went round to-day, 
until, with his glass, he counted 27 cavalry com¬ 
panies ha men each, with splendid matched 
horses. 

Another correspondent says: 

A very intelligent gentleman, who left the scene 
at Bull's Run late yesterday afleruoou, who took 
pains to inform himself, says he saw* twenty-eight 
dead bodies of the federal"soldiers, which he be¬ 
lieved constituted the whole number of killed, 
aud was told of thirty to forty wounded and 
missing, many of whom he saw. Some were terri¬ 
bly mangled.* One man had his thigh shattered 
awfully by a grape shot, others were pierced 
through the arms, lege, &c., with musket balls.— 
The waddings of a cannon ball bad so chaffed the 
head and face of one young man as to deprive him 
of sight. The lamentations of.the wounded were 
painful, though a few not seriously injured, were 
eager to give battle again, and in high spirits. 

From all accounts it seems quite certain that 
Gen. Johnson has effected s junction with Gen. 
Beauregard, at Manassas. 

The.Second Battle at Bull'* Rim. 

We have from Government sources an account 
of a second battle at Bull’s Run, yesterday morn¬ 
ing, in which it is claimed that the batteries at 
that point were taken after an obstinate combat 
lasting.from 7 A. M., to -1 P. M., the Confederates 
retiring upon Manassas. This information is 
given in an official despatch from Gen. McDowell 
to the War Department received in Washington 
at 5 P. M. This u the latest date to which any of 
the published accounts run } hut wc are informed 
privately that the War Department had received 
last night later intelligence to the effect that the 
Confederates had retaken the batteries at the Run, 
a statement which derives plausibility from the 
fact that the firing which was said to have ceased 
about 5 o’clock in the afternoon, was resumed at 
7 P. M., and from the further circumstauce nar¬ 
rated in the Washington Republican of this morn¬ 
ing, that a panic seized the reserve at Centreville 
last evening, and they fled with haste towards 
Fairfax, abandoning wagons, provisions, camp 
equipage, Ac., in their flight. 

Whatever has been the result at Bull's Run, it 
is quite certain that the difficulties of the Federal 
troops have but just commenced, and that the re¬ 
sult gained has been disproportionate to the sacri¬ 
fice of life. It seems quite certain that Colonel 
Cameron, of the New York 79th (Highlanders), 
and Col. Slocum, of the 2 d Rhode Island, have 
been killed, and it was also reported that Burn¬ 
side. Corcoran and Heintzleman, had shared the 
same fate. Col. Hunter, of the V. S. Cavalry, 
was said to be mortally wounded. 

Wc now annex the details of the battle as tele¬ 
graphed by the Associated Press, the first in order 
being the official despatches as furnished by 
Couriers who are hourly despatched from Fairfax 
Court House to the scene of action. We again 
cull attention to the fact, that though Fairfax is 
in direct telegraphic communication with Wash¬ 
ington, and despatches were being regularly re- 
fojvcd every half hour during the day, the last 
is j,o later than 5.40 J/., though the 

telegraph office was kept open here nearly all 
night 

Fairfax Court House. 3.5o P. M.—Our cour¬ 
ier has not yet returned. Quartermaster Barton, 
of the 2 d regiment of Michigan, has just passed 
and says that the officers, men and citizens at 
Centreville, say a geueral engagement of the whole 
line lmd taken place three and a half miles this 
side of Manassas Junction, and that our troops 
bad driven and forced the Confederate lines back 
to Manassas. We expect a courier now every 
minute. 

Cln 7 rkvium>. July 19—P. M.—General Mc¬ 
Dowell has ordered the reserves, now here under 
Colonel Miles, to advance to the bridge over Bull 
Run on the Manassas road, having driven the ene- 
niv before him. Col. Miles is now about three or 
tour milc 6 from Imre directing operations near 
Blackburn's ford. 

Fairi-ax. 4.45 P. M.—Two of our couriers have 
returned, but they were unable to communicate 
in person with Gen. McDowell. One of the cou¬ 
riers was on the field of battle. He says our 
troops have taken three masked batteries and 
forced the rebels to fall back and retire. Ut* says 
the battle was general on Bull Run for some dis¬ 
tance. One of the batteries taken was in a wheat 
field and the other some, distance from it, and the 
third still further on. 

5,20 P. M.—Another despatch eaye that the 
Federal troops have won the day. The loss on 
both sides is heavy, but the rout of the Confed¬ 
erates is complete. The batteries at Bull Run are 
silenced, and two or three others taken. 

5.40 P.M.—The firiug has ceased. We shall 
send another courier there in a few raiuutes. 
The couriers went at 4 o'clock mid will he back 
soon. 

Washington, July 21 —11 P. M.—The most in¬ 
tense excitement ^everywhere existing, to hear 
further from the field of battle. Every returning 
spectator of the events is immediately surrounded, 
to relate his observations. The demand for intel¬ 
ligence is insatiable. Many unauthorized rumors 
prevail, which serve to confuse the truth. The 
smoke of the battle could be seen from the emi¬ 
nences in Washingion. A number of members of 
Congress and even ladies went to ihef neighbor¬ 
hood of Bull Run to witness the battle.

The Federal Rout Total. 


Five General Officers badly Wounded. 


3d Cavalry, acting os Major General, was serious¬ 
ly if not 'mortallj' wounded. It is stated in all 
quarters, that the news is generally credited, that 
Colonel Cameron of the 79 th regiment, brother of 
the Secretary of War, and Colonel Siocum of the 
2 d Rhode Island regiment were killed in the ac¬ 
tion. 

Next in order is an attempted description of the 
contest by a correspondent of the Associated Press 
stationed at Centreville. His account seems to lie 
made up to 3 P. M. and is as follows: 

Centreville, July 21 , P. M.—A 711081 severe 
and general battle wus fought to-day at Bull Run 
bridge. The conflict was most dcsjierate and 
bloody, lasting over nine hours. The programme 
of the battle as stated in my first despatch was 
carried out uutil the troops met with a succession 
of masked batteries, which were attacked with 
great vigor and bravery and successively stormed 
and taken, with severe loss of life. Our troops 
advanced as follows: Col. Richardson, who dis¬ 
tinguished himself in the previous engagement 
with the batteries at Bull Run, proceeded on the 
left with four regiments of the Fourth Brigade, to 
hold the Federal battery stationed on the hill, on 
the Warrenton road, in the vicimtv of the last 
battle (the Bull Run battle.) 

The flank movements were carried out as des- 1 

cribed in my first despatch. Col. Schenck and j 10,000 MEN KILLED AND WOUNDED. 
Col. Shcrmati\s brigades of Gen. Tyler's divisiou 
advanced by the Warrenton road, while Colonel 
Heintzelman's and Coi. Hunter’s division took tbe 
fork of the Warrenton road, to move between 
Bull’s Run ami Manassas Junction. Colonel Key's 
Brigade remuiued ai Centreville, as a reserve. In¬ 
formation was received by General Tyler’s com¬ 
mand. of tile existence of the enemy’s battery, 
commanding that road. Our troops were then 
formed in battle array; The 2 d New York and 2 d 
Ohio, on the left; the 3d Ohio. 2 d Wisconsin and 
79th, 13th. and 99th New York on the right. Col. 

Miles' Division followed in the rear. The first 
range gun was fired by Sherman’s battery, at 10 
minutes of 7 o’clock, ibis morniug. The Confed¬ 
erates did not return his shot until an hour and a 
half afterwards, when Col. Hunter’s division came 
up and the buttle became general. Col. Hunter’s 
movement to gain the rear of the enemy was al¬ 
most a success. The enemy’s position was then 
opened upon by several of Carlile’s howitzers, 
followed by slight skirmishing. 

[The reason, we understand, why Colonel Hun¬ 
ter's success was not complete was because he was 
mortally wounded, and hi? divisiou badly cut 
up.] 

The Confederates rapidly received reinforcements 
from Manassas Junction after the attack was open¬ 
ed. The battle consisted in a succession of fires 
from masked batteries, which were opened in 
every direction. When one was silenced its place 
was takcu by two, and the daring charges of our 
infantry in unmasking them exhibited the most 
dauntless courage. The 2d Ohio and the 2d New 
York militia were marched by flank through the 
woods by a new made road within a mile of the 
main road, when they came on a battery of eight 
guns with four regiments flanked in the rear.— 

Our men were immediately ordered to lie down on 
either side of the road in order to allow two 
pieces of artillery to pass through and attack the 
work. This battery then opened upon us and 
killed on the third round Lieut. Dempsey, of com¬ 
pany G, New York 2 d, and William Maxwell, a 
drummer, and seriously wounded several others. 

Our troops were kept in this position for fifteen or 
twenty minutes under a galling fire, not being 
able to exchange'shots with the enemy, although 
within a stone’s throw of their batteries They 
succeeded in retiring in regular order with their 
battery. 

[From this it is evident that the Federalists here 
had to retreat, and did not succeed in takimr this 
battery of pieces.] 

The most gallant charge of the day was made 
by the New 69th. 79th and 13th regimeuts, 
who rushed upon one of the batteries, firing as 
they proceeded with perfect elan, attacking it with 
the bayonet’s point. Their yell of triumph seem¬ 
ed to carry all before them. They found that the 
Confederates had abandoned the battery as they 
approached, and had only succeeded in carrying 
off one gun. This success was acquired only after 
a severe loss of life, in which the 69th regiment suf¬ 
fered most severely , and it is reported that the Lieut- 
Colonel was among those killed. Ellsworth’s 
Zonaves also distinguished themselves by their 
spirited assault on the batteries, at the point of the 
bayonet, but it is feared that their loss is immense. 

Up to the hour of 3 P. M. it was generally under¬ 
stood that we had hemmed in the enemy entirely, 
and that they were gradually retreating; that Col. 

Hunter had driven them, back in the rear, and 
that Col. Hen tzl email's command was meeting 
with every success; and that it required but the 
reserve of Gen. Tyler’s division to push on to Ma¬ 
nassas Junction. 

Admitting this last statement to be true, is it 
not strange that confirmation of it should be lack¬ 
ing? Gen. McDowell in his official report of 5 
P. AL, only claims to have taken the batteries at 
the Run. 

The Associated Press refK>rt concludes as fol¬ 
lows : 

A Mississippi soldier was taken prisoner by pri¬ 
vate Hasbroke, of the Wiscousin 2 d regiment. He 
turned out to be Brigadier Quartermaster Pryor, 
a cousin of Roger A. Rryor. He was captured 
with bis horse as he by accident rode withiu our 
lines. He discovered himself by'remarking to 
Hasbroke: “We are getting badly.cut to pieces.” 

‘‘What regiment do you belong to?” asked Has* 
broke, "the 19th .Mississippi,” was the answer. 

“Then you are my prisoner,” said Hasbroke. 

From tlie statements of this prisoner, it appears 
that our artillery has created great havoc among 
the Confederates, of whom there are from 30,000 
to 40.000 iu the field, under the command of Geu. 

Beauregard, while they have a reserve of 75,000 
at the Junction. He describes an officer most 
prominent in the fight, distinguished from the 
rest by his white horse, as Jeff. Davis. He con- 
confirms the previous reports of negro troops in 
the Confederate forces. He says it is difficult to 
get them in proper discipline in battle array. The 
positiou of the enemy extended in Lhree lines in 
the form of n triangle, the apex fronting.the centre 
of our columns. The area seems to have* been 
filled with masked batteries. At 7 o’clock this 
evening guns were still heard firiug at short in¬ 
tervals. 

The special correspondent of the Sv n states that 
8,000 troops went forward dnring the day to ro- 
iufon e the ‘‘Grand Army.” 

From Fortress Monroe. 

[ Correspondent* of the Associated Press. ] 

Fortress Monroe, July 20.—A spy who is just 
in from Great Bethel reports that Captains Jenkins 
and Shnrtliff were wounded yesterday and carried 
off ns prisoners. The rebels had two killed. A 
company of Massachusetts men made a scout last 
night to Great Bethel. They report only fifty 
light horse at that point, but say that the Confed¬ 
erates will make ft stand at Cookietown, eight 
miles tbis^ide Yorktown, where a considerable force 
is now* assembled. Near Great Bethel eight of the 
party captured three officers’ horses. The officers 
escaped into the woods. Formidable preparations 
arc being made for an advance in the direction of 
Yorktown. The Government, it is stated, is about 
to furnish the means of offensive operations. 

Gen. Butler is making a vigorous effort to pre¬ 
vent the smuggling of intoxicating liquors into 
the several camps.

The National Intelligencer (semi-official) also 
announces the retreat of the “Grand Army” from 
Bull’s Run. It gays that at 4j P. M. “our troops 
finding their progress obstructed by masked bat¬ 
teries, which large reserves of the enemy preveut- 
i ed them from flanking, withdrew in good order to 
j Centreville. The 2 d Rhode Island Regiment and 
I a battaliou of United States Marines held their 
j ground, and with a powerful divisiou of reserve 
| will hold Centreville.” The Intelligencer fur- 
! tber says that the Confederates far outnumber 
i the Federal troops, and that General McDowell 
| cannot resume the offensive Until he is largely re- 
j infovecd. The Intelligencer states positively that 
: f’ols. Cameron and Slocum, and Lt. Col. Nugent 
j were killed, and Col. Hunter,’who was wounded 
in two places, bad been brought to Washington. 
The Intelligencer would have ue believe that the 
“Grand Army,” after fighting nine hours against 
masked batteries, related with a loss of only 50 
killed and 200 wounded. Among the killed was 
Capt. Thomas F. Meagher,'the “Irish Patriot.” 

The Republican admits the loss of two Colonels 
(Cameron and Slocum) killed and five Generals, 
Heintzelmau, Hunter, Burnside, Tyler, and 
Schenck “badly wounded.” All reports concur 
in stating the slaughter to have been immense.— 
The Republican places it as high as ten thousand. 
Passengers by the morning’s train report that the 
Federal army will hardly pause in its retreat until 
it reaches Arlington Heights. 

The National Republican of this morning says: 

All our military operations went swimingly 
on, and Col. Alexander was about erecting a pon¬ 
toon across Bull Run, the enemy were seemingly 
in retreat, and their batteries being uumasked 
one after another, when a terrific consternation 
broke out among the teamsters, who had incau¬ 
tiously advanced immediately after the body of 
the arm t y, and lined the Warrenton road. Their 
consternation was shared in by numerous civil¬ 
ians, who were on the ground, and for a time it 
seemed as if our whole army was in retreat. 
Many baggage wagons were emptied, and their 
horses galloped across the open fields, all the 
fences of which were torn down, to allow them a 
more rapid retreat. For a time a perfect panic 
prevailed, which communicated itself to the vi¬ 
cinity of Centreville, and every available convey¬ 
ance was seized upon by agitated civilians. 

Wounded soldiers cried on the roadside for as¬ 
sistance, but the alarm was so great, that numbers 
were passed by. Several similar alarms occurred 
on previous occasions, when a change of batteries 
rendered the retirement of the artillery on our 
part, and it is most probable that the alarm was 
owing to the same fact. The reserve force at Cen- 
trevillc was immediately brought up, aud marched 
in double quick step, in the following order.— 
Colonel Einsteins’s twenty-seventh Pennsylvania 
regiment, with two guns, the Garibaldi Guards, 
and Bleuker’s first rifle regiment, with its bat¬ 
teries, followed, at several miles distant, by the 
DeKalb regiment. When our courier left, at half 
past four o’clock, it was in the midst of this ex¬ 
citement. 

Two new masked batteries had been opened by 
the rebels on the left flank, and that portion of 
the divisiou had lmd its Hues broken, and de¬ 
manded immediate reinforcement. The right was 
in good order. The battery erected on the hill¬ 
side, directly opposite the main battery of the en- 
emv^was doing good execution, and additional 
guns were being mounted. 

On his arrmtl at Fairfax Court Bouse, he was 
overtaken by Government messengers, who reported 
that our army was in full retreat towards Ctnlre- 
villi. 

They were followed b\ less agitated parties, 
who stated that the report of the retreat was ow¬ 
ing to the fact that the alarm among the teamsters 
had communicated itself to the volunteers, and 
even, in some instances, to the regulars, and the 
lines were broken; aud that n retirement of our 
forces across Bui! Run was rendered necessary.— 
Colonel Hunter passed at the same time, in a ve¬ 
hicle, wounded. Ayer’s Battery was also report¬ 
ed os lost. 

Crowds of carriage and baggage wagons came 
rushing down the road. The telegraph office was 
closed against all private business, and in an hour 
the alarm had been communicated all along the 
road to Washington. But this state of affairs is ap¬ 
parently without sufficient cause for agitating the 
public mind. The movement was a grand one. 
and could only succeeded by a desperate struggle. 
The heavy loss of life, which is shared by the 
rebels, only tends to show the brilliancy of the 
movement,* and, with the immense reinforcements 
sent forward from Washington, will doubtless on¬ 
ly succeed. The unfounded alarm will probably 
prevent a continuance of visiters to the scene of 
conflict, as their conduct on this occasion tended 
greatly to iuflatne it among the teamsters.

Order is 
said to have been measurably restored in the 
flying “Army of the Union,” which is 
now reported to be slowly falling back upon 
Washington—Beauregard in close pursuit with an 
army estimated at 100,000 men, and pronounced

THE NEWS. 

“By the 20 th of July at farthest—the day ap¬ 
pointed for the assembling of the Rebel Congress 
“in Richmond, that city will be in the hands of 
“our troops. That Congress will never meet.” 
Such was the confident prediction of the New 
York Tribune, caught up and repeated by a thou¬ 
sand lesser lights of the Republican party—such 
the solemn promise of the leaders to the people, 
of the generals to the army. On Saturday the 
Congress of the Confederate States of America 
did meet i:i Richmond, and to-dav the “Grand 
“Army of the Union” (all that is left of it) is ex¬ 
actly twenty-seven miles further off from that city 
than it was two days ago. As the time for ihe 
fulfilment of the prophecy came round, many of 
the Repubi; ;an journals began to grow uneasy 
about the dilatory manner in which the war 
was suffered to drag its slow length along, and 
urged upon the Administration the necessity of 
adopting a more vigorous policy. The Adminis¬ 
tration sought to quiet these apprehensions with 
the assurance that the whole matter was in the 
hands of General Scott, who never made n mistake 
nor took a step backwards, and who would not 
move until he was ready. On Monday, General 
Scott did move,—at least the “Grand Army” 
did so, under his direction, and by Thursday 
evening it had reached Bull’s Run, just twenty- 
seven miles nearer Richmond than Alexandria. 
Since then the “Grand Army.” unfortunately for 
the reputation of the “greatest Captain of the age,” 
has taken several steps backward, in fact, seems 
to be travelling rather in the direction of Phila. 
delphia than Richmond—a remnant of it having 
arrived safely this morning at Alexandria, whence 
with banners flying and bands playing “Dixie,” 
it took up the line of march for the Virginia capi¬ 
tal, just one week ago. It has returned, broken, 
routed, fleeing—with a loss of many thousand 
men, ft loss that shall fill many homes with weep¬ 
ing, and clothe in the sable drapery of woe thou¬ 
sands of households in quiet New England vil¬ 
lages, upon Western prairies, and in great popu¬ 
lous commercial towns. 

The particulars of the first check to the progress 
of the “Grand Army” received on Thursday even¬ 
ing, are already familiar to the public. The de¬ 
tails of the battle of yesterday have not yet been 
communicated with sufficient fullness to furnish 
material for an extended description of the fight. 
We simply know that it began yesterday morning 
about seven o’clock—that it continued, with 
but little intermission until late in the after¬ 
noon—that it was a general engagement in 
which a larger number of troops participated 
than were ever mustered either in hostile or 
peaceful array upon this continent before—in fact, 
upon a scale commensurate with that of almost 
any of the famous battles of the old world—and 
we have ‘lie result. That result is summed up in 
the simple announcement that the “Grand Army” 
is in Alexandria.

Five general officers—three of them generals of di¬ 
vision—two of them belonging to the regular 
army—are reported among the wounded—all of 
them, it is said, badly wounded, one of them mor¬ 
tally so. Two colonels and a lieutenant-colonel are 
reported among the slain. Whole regiments, the 
69th Irish, and Ellsworth’s Zouaves, being particu¬ 
larly specified among the number—are said to have 
been destroyed, and it is rumored that the retreat 
has been accomplished by the army, with the loss of 
nearly all its guns. Burnside’s battery, Carlisle’s, 
Griflin’sand Ayre’s (better known as Sherman’s— 
Sherman himself serving as a Brigadier, and Capt. 
Ayres commanding in his stead) are mentioned by 
nameft 3 having been “lost.”

Mr. Lincoln’s promised reply is not re¬ 
ceived. 

In reference to the peculiar relations existing 
between this Government and the States usually 
termed the Border Slave States, some of them 
would have united with us, as they are, with al¬ 
most entire unanimity, opposed to the prosecution 
of a war with us, but these States which regard 
us as brethren, are restrained by the actual pre¬ 
sence of large armies, the subversion of civil au¬ 
thority, and the declaration of martial law, the 
President declaring that in order to execute the 
laws, some single law, made in extreme tender¬ 
ness of citizens’ liberty, may, to a limited extent, 
be violated. We may well rejoice that we have 
forever severed connection with a Government 
that thus tramples ou all principles of constitu¬ 
tional liberty, and with a people in whose pre¬ 
sence such an avowal may be paraded. 

Operations in the field will be greatly extended 
by. raison of a policy which heretofore secretly 
entertained, is now avowed and acted ou by the 
United States. The force hitherto raised, proved 
ample for the defence of the seven States which 
originally organized the Confederacy. Excepting 
on thoscYortified islands which the enemy’s naval 
force enabled them to retain, he has been driven 
entirely out.

“Mrs. Lincoln promenaded with Senator Harris, 
of New York. The President, during the prome¬ 
nade, met with several introductions. One man, 
from the interior of Pennsylvania, said :—‘Well, 
Mr. President, I went to Chicago, determined 
to have you come here, and voted there for you 
from the first to last, and now here you are.' 
The President, retaining his hand, as he bent Ins 
head down, jocularly said: ‘Yes and a pretty 
scrape you have got me into.’ ”

sed the President’s impertinence indignantly and 
even slapped him in the face with no light hand.

Slow to Know a. Traitor. 

A northern sympathizer with the rebellion, who 
bums {the house of his loyal neighbors—as has 
lately been done iu the darkest corner of Egyp¬ 
tian Illinois—makes at least an explicit declara¬ 
tion of his -principles. There is no doubt as 
to where he stands, or what he wants. The 
Marylanders who smuggle guns and ammu¬ 
nition across the Potomac into Virginia make 
it evident which side they take. Bat farther 
North we have a class of men, small but lo¬ 
quacious, who have no opportunity to send pow¬ 
der and ball to the enemy, with which to destroy 
the lives of the loyal defenders of the Union, and 
who have not courage enough to emigrate to Vir¬ 
ginia and join the rebel armies, yet whose treason¬ 
able instincts wiU show themselves, in spite of all 
concealments and denials. 

The most common form taken by the northern 
type of treason is the hallucination about “coer¬ 
cion” and “subjugation.” The men infected with 
these views are fearfully concerned lest the Amer¬ 
ican people shall forget that our government is “a 
government of choice,” not seeing, or pretending 
not to see, that this is precisely the idea that the 
federal armies are fighting for, and precisely 
what the southern rebels are trying to subvert. 

Ox course they are not so stupid as to assert that 
a republican government cannot enforce its con¬ 
stitution and laws upon those that resist them, and 
that the government has no right to maintain its 
authority over any citizen who objects to it and 
resists it That would be a law altogether “high¬ 
er” than any heretofore dreamed of by the wildest 
political theorist Nor can they mean that 
dissatisfied minority have a right to overthrow 
the government, or secede from it and set up 
a government of their own within its limits. 
Precisely what they do mean nobody knows; they 
themselves cannot telL All that can be made out 
is that they do not want to see this particular re¬ 
bellion crushed out, and that they would be glad 
to find some specious apology or defense for it, if 
they could. Another symptom of this senti¬ 
mental type of treason is a painful sense of the 
horrors of war- It is especially shocking to these 
men to see their southern brethren, shot down. 
Bat it is a somewhat suspicious circumstance that 
they are not shocked at all when the defenders of 
the Union are killed; in fact, they cannot conceal 
their satisfaction at the successes of the rebels, 
And a slaughter of loyal men by them, even when 
it takes the discreditable shape of assassination, 
is chuckled ever as a heroic achievement. Still 
another symptom is a morbid sensitiveness to the 
peril of the constitution at the hands of its defend¬ 
ers. They think it would have been better to let 
Jeff Davis bombard Washington and raze it to 
the ground, and even hang Lincoln and his cabi¬ 
net, rather than, that the president should have 
ARsnTPftd the authority necessary for the pro¬ 
tection of the capital and the gove rnm ent, in ad- 
v r Buce of consr? 8 ?!-— in fact, there is 

so limit to their caviling about the action of the 
government to suppress the rebellion, while they 
have no words of condemnation for the rebellion 
itself, in feet more man half justify it, as a proper 
retaliation upon the northern people for voting 
for a president representing their own ideas. 

There are many other symptoms of this north¬ 
ern type of treason, but it is easily detected, if 
anybody thinks it worth while to look for it. It 
dee? not believe in the popular enthusiasm for the 
"“stars and stripes,” and if it puts out any- stand¬ 
ard of its own, is is the white flag, signifying a 
•desire for unconditional surrender to Jeff Davis. 
The existence of such an unreasoning, sneaking, 
mischievous sentiment among northern men pre¬ 
tending to any sense of decency, any regard to 
law «nd order, or loyalty to the constitution and 
the Union, is an enigma. But we think we see a 
clueto it. Invariably the men possessed by this 
hallucination are the men who have all along 
been the merest waiters upon the southern politi¬ 
cians, Taking their principles from them and sup¬ 
porting their measures to any extent of servility, 
for the poor reward of office and spoils. The re¬ 
bellion is led by their political masters—why 
should they not sympathize with it? In fact all 
their notions of government center in the men at 
whose feet they have been sitting all their lives, 
and at whose month they have received their law* 
So perverted are they by this long pohticai vassaF 
age, that Jeff Davis and his party seem to them to 
be the real government, and the resistance to them 
the actual rebellion, and they consider it exceed, 
iugly unreasonable and wicked in the administra¬ 
tion that it will not lay down its arms, and assure 
the rebels they shall have all they want if they 
will but condescend to name their terms. For 
this varioloid form Gf treason there is only the 
same cure as for the most virulent type of the 
-epidemic. When the prescription of bullets and 
hemp has eradicated the disease from the South, 
these northern traitors will forget they ever had 
xtiy of the symptoms or that they ever expressed 
asybizt the most loyal sentiments. But it will 
not be equally easy for the people, who have 
fought the battles of the Union, to forget who 
were against them in the hour of the nation’s 
overshadowing peril. And they ought not to 
forget. 


The fight at Ball’s Ran on Thursday has evi¬ 
dently proved a Eerious check to our army in 
Virginia, and made it evident that the progress to 
Richmond is by no means to be as easy and rapid 
as some have supposed. The loss in the battle 
fell mainly on Massachusetts troops, the first reg¬ 
iment having been foremost in the fight and hav¬ 
ing distinguished itself by great coolness and 


will rapidly overcome all homesickness, and be 
happy and contented in their new quarters during 
the few days before leaving for the war. The salt 
water in the Mystic river furnishes excellent bath¬ 
ing facilities, running as it does over a dean grav¬ 
el bed, and the soldiers enjoy it daily. Visitors 
to the camp are not so numerous as they were 
here, but as the time for the regiment’s final de¬ 
parture approaches, it is not improbable they 
will increase, and perhaps on the day of their 
leaving there wili be an excursion from this vi¬ 
tality. 

Alter the arrival of the regiment from Spring- 
field there was some little difficulty in obtaining 
supper, caused inadvertently by the short time for 
preparation, and the men had to feast themselves 
on the rations placed in their haversacks before 
starting. Quite a number succeeded in returning 
to Boston the same night, on pretense of getting 
food, and many did not return until brought back 
by a guard sent out for that purpose. They were 
punished for their truancy by being obliged to dig 
wells to obtain supplies of pure water, several of 
which are bring sunk at different points in ths 
camp. With the exception of this disarrange¬ 
ment, matters with the regiment have gone on 
satisfactorily since their arrivaL The soldiers 
cook their own rations, each company bring pro¬ 
vided with two or more good cooks, and they 
think they are better served titan when fed by a 
contractor. 

The men are under stricter military surveillance 
than when in Springfield, an arrangement which 
they all yield to wiliingly. Few, if any, are al¬ 
lowed outside the camp ground, and the officers’ 
privileges too are more limited than heretofore. 
Seventy-six tents are erected on the field, which 
furnish accommodations for the entire regiment, 
about IS men being detailed to each tent. The 
tents' are of a new and improved style, Boyd J 
patent, and were manufactured for the state by 
A. S. Burrell and J. Dunham of Boston, and are 
the first that have been brought into practical use. 
They are circular, and supported by a single up¬ 
right pole in the center, and The process of pitch¬ 
ing is quite rapid and easy, the top of the canvass 
being hoisted by a tackle attached to the head of 
the pole. The tents have two entrances, front and 
rear, which are protected by aprons rolled up over 
the doors, and are ventilated by an aperture at 
the top, with a bonnet above which may be hoist¬ 
ed or lowered at pleasure, protecting the interior 
of the tent in wet weather. The rents can be put 
up more securely sad rapidly than, the common 
wail tents, and are in many "other respects more 
desirable. The officers’ quarters are a few reds 
from the line of the highway, and those of the 
privates farther along, and a short distance from 
Mystic river. 

The interest and ambition of the men to be¬ 
come good soldiers seem to increase, and their at¬ 
tention is more universally turned towards dmy 
than at any time while on Hampden Park. Their 
advanced proficiency in drill, and discipline gen¬ 
erally, is remarkable, and a subject of gen¬ 
eral end happy comment among the officers. 
This is owing in part to their absence from 
friends and visitors, which, though not so 
agreeable in a social point of view, is much bet¬ 
ter for the volunteers if they desire to become 
good soldiers—and they all do. There is no time 
specified for the departure of the regiment from 
Medford—it may he in a month or it may be dur¬ 
ing the present week. During their stay all vis¬ 
itors and friends of the men will be admitted. 
After arriving m Boston, the most expeditious 
way of reaching the camp is via the Medford 
horse railroad, which leaves from opposite Scot- 
lay’s building, in Court street, every half hour, 
and passes within a few rods of the camp. 

MILITARY MOVEMENTS IN WORCESTER- 

Matters were made lively and interesting in 
Worcester on Friday, by the arrival of the com¬ 
panies comprising the 21st regiment, and their 
encampment on th£ grounds of the agricultural 
society. The grounds are pleasantly located half 
a mile from Mam street, but are too much inclined 
to dampness for the good health of the troops. 
There is a large building on the ground, which 
is to be used by the soldiers, although tents are to 
be used to a certain extent. The companies that 
arrived on Friday were Co. A. of Templeton, Capt 
George P. Hawkes; Go. D of Fitchburg, Capt 
Edwin Upton; Co. G of West Boylston, Capt E. 
S. Hosmer; Co. I of Ashburnham, Capt Addison 
Walker: Co. 3 of Webster, Capt James R. Young; 
Co. C of Spencer, Capt William T. Harlow; Co. 
K of Barre, Capt Rawson Parker. All the com- 
paniesibut one arrived by the various trains, and 
proceeded to camp without demonstrations of 
any sort, although the streets were filled with 
people, who viewed with much interest the make 
and build of the candidates for the honors of 
war. The Baire company was escorted 
to the city by the fire company, brass band, 
and a large delegation of citizens from the town. 
The companies of the regiment are not foil yet, 
but wili doubtless shortly fill up to the required 
standard. The officers also are not appointed. 
Major General Morse taHng charge of the regi¬ 
ment and camp. The names of Col Ivera Phillips 
of Fitchburg, and Gen George H. Ward of Wor¬ 
cester, are mentioned in connection with the 
colonelcy. 

Carap Scott, occupied by the 15* regiment, 
Gen Ward being in command, is delightfully lo¬ 
cated on a broad field in South Worcester. Major 
Daveas of the 3d battalion of rifles, just from Fort 
McHenry, will probably be appointed colonel. It 
is proposed to give Major Devens’ battalion a bril¬ 
liant reception upon their arrival at Worcester, 
under the auspices of the old Ccij Guard, and a 
committe of enterprising citizens. ~ 

The members of the returned third and fourth 
regiments were dismissed on a furlough from Sat¬ 
urday to Monday, and wiil be paid off and mus¬ 
tered out of service Gn Monday and Tuesday. 

A firemen Zouave company is to be raised m 
Boston, and attached to a regiment as a skirmish¬ 
ing flank company, to be officered by members of 
the original Chicago Zouaves, who served for 
three years under the late Col Eflswonh. 

The governor of New Hampshire, has deter¬ 
mined to raise and equip a third regiment, and 
Davis Island, on Like Wisnepisogae, is miked of 
for the encampment. Ex Gov Colby has been 
nominated for adjutant-general of the state. 

The HaMacb«Ncxi« bead ami Wounded 
a* BulP* Kaa. 

The brave Massachusetts volunteers, who fel 1 
during the unfortunate engagement at SuU’arus, 
on Thursday, included some of the moot respect¬ 
able and patriotic sons of the state. Their loss 
at such a time, in such a cause, is sLUlq sad 
honorable, and the keen sorrow that goes home 
to their desolated friends vsd families as the intel¬ 
ligence reaches them wiU be deeply sympathized 
in throughout New England. 

Lieut William H. B. Smith of the Independent 
Boston Fnsilcere, one of the killed, was a printer, 
and formerly a resident of Western Hosschusetts. 
Seven years ago he was foreman of the Eagle 
office, in Pittsfield, but during the last five years 
of his life he was engaged in various pursuits in 


and around Boston. He joined the FasOecrs in ! 
May, 1857, and was immediately chosen to the 
office of 2d lieutenant, which position he held 
with credit to himself and satisfaction to the com¬ 
pany up to the time of his death. Previous to 
this Mr Smith was an officer of a Berkshire com¬ 
pany, a member of the New York 7th regiment, 
and'at one time adjutant of a regiment in Buffalo. 
When ho joined the Fasileers he was foreman of 
a lithographing establishment in Boston. Subse¬ 
quently he became connected with a steam gaage 
establishment, and last year, in the capacity of 
agest, he traveled through the southern states, 
and went as far south as New Orleans. He re¬ 
signed his place at the commencement of the war, 
and when his company was ordered to march he 
responded with more than ordinary -enthusiasm. 

He was 3S years of age, and leaves a wife and 
child in Cambridge. Two or three years ago he 
had a daughter burned to death with burning 
fluid, at Bridgeport, Cr. 

Sergeant Gordon Forrest of the Fasileers, who 
was also killed, during the battle, was a citizen of 
Malden, where he leaves a wife and one child. 

He was a printer by trade, and formerly a mem¬ 
ber of the firm of Farwells ^ Forrest of Boston. 

Edward A. Field, a private in the Fasileers, was 
one of the killed. He was a stone-cutter in 
Charlestown, 24 years old, a widower, and leaves 
a son 6even years old. When his father became 
convinced that his son Edward was among the 
killed, he manifested some emotion, bn: displayed 
the patriot’s resignation. “Other people’s sons 
mnst be killed,” said be, “and I know not why 
mine should be exempt more than others. Bat I 
thank God he died in a good cause. If I had 
more sons to send, I would be glad to have them 
there. But there are enough who will go, and 
the right will triumph.” The other members of the 
Boston Fasileers killed were Thomas Roon and 
Eleazer Field. 

Of company H, Chelsea volunteers, the follow¬ 
ing were killed:—Thomas Harding, James H. 
Murphy, George Bacon, Philander Crowell, 
Thomas Needham, George W. Gray, Wm Grant- 
man. Thomas Harding was a native of Boston, 
and resided on Medford street, Chelsea. He was 
a corporal in the company. He was engineer of 
the Chelsea oil mill, about 30 years of age, and 
leaves a small family. George Bacon was born in 
Boston, about 25 years old, married, and leaves a 
wife-and three children residing at Chelsea. He I 
was employed at the oil mill. Thomas Needham 
was a native of Boston, 19 years old, a single ! 
man. He was a marble worker. He leaves a 
mother and several brothers and sisters. Philan¬ 
der Crowell, Jr. is a native of Yarmouth, was 
about 23 years old, and son of Philander Crowell, 
flour dealer of Boston. He had followed the sea 
for several years. He was unmarried. James H. 
Murphy is also a native of Boston, unmarried, 
about 22 years old. George W. Gray was a Mo¬ 
rocco dresser, bom at St Stephens, New Bruns¬ 
wick, age 27. Wm Grantman was a clerk, bom 
in New York, aged 22. 

O. E. Simpson of the Schonler volunteers, who 
was wounded and since reported dead, was from 
North Cohasset, and was a son of Warren Simp- 
son. He leaves a wife to mourn his loss, to whom 
he was married only about three weeks before 
leaving for the seat of war. 

Nelson fi. Huse was badly wounded, five others 
slightly. Mr Huse is about 20 years old, and 
has resided with his father in Chelsea. Orville 
Bisbce, wounded, ia 25 years old, resided at Chel¬ 
sea, and is a son of Martin Bis bee. He is unmar¬ 
ried, and a mason by trade. Willian D. Grover, 
wounded, is a mason by trade, a single man, 21 
years old, and resided with his brother, at Chel¬ 
sea. 

Mayor Fay of Chelsea started for Washington 
on Friday evening to look after the dead and 
wounded of the company from that town. 

The 1st Massachusetts regiment stood up to the 
work nobly. Col Cowdin took a musket and 
marched at the head of his men, loading and fir¬ 
ing with them. L’eut Col Wells, observing pri¬ 
vate Grover of company H retiring from the 
ranks during the thickest of the conflict, ap¬ 
proached him to learn the reason, and discovered 
that Grover was shot io the left arm and could no 
longer steady his musket. Lieut Col Wells immedi¬ 
ately took the weapon, and accompanied by Lieut 
Ward of the Fasileers, and Capt Carruth of com¬ 
pany H, approached nearest to the batteries and 
did wonderful execution. Their position was the 
most dangerous occupied by the Union troops in 
the skirmish. One of the members of company 
G. had a hand to hand conflict with one of the 
rebels, when one of the fire Zouaves came up and 
despatched the rebel with a bowie knife. One of 
Ellsworth’s Zouaves took a prisoner, and finding 
some difficulty in taking him into camp, he * un 
a bayonet through him. The strength of force 
on our side actually engaged was not more than 
800 men, consisting of detachments of three com¬ 
panies each from the 1st Massachusetts, 12th 
New York Volunteers, and 2d Michigan. This 
smalt force made almost entirely the fight with 
about five thousand men, that being the estimated 
number of the rebels. 


The Fight at Sail’* Bon. 

The army correspondent of the N. Y. World 
furnishes a compact and graphic account of the 
fight at Bull’s run, Thursday aftemcon 
“The fourth brigade of Gen Tyler’s division. 
Col Richardson commanding, led the order of 
march, but Gen Tyler pushed ahead with his staff 
and an escort of three hundred of the regular 
cavalry, second regiment, Capt Brackett, to recon- 
noiter the enemy’s position. On arriving at a 
bight opposite Bull’s run, a long valley slope of 
open field stretched out between them and the en¬ 
emy. We saw bodies of the enemy’s foot and 
horse gleaming in a dense, ugly piece of woods 
beyond the valley, and appearing now and then 
about the farm houses at the edge of the 
woods. Gen Tyler sent back for the two 20- 
ponnders, rifled cannon, with which 

to shell the points where the troop3 were 
Oar position commanded them finely. 
When the guns arrived they were quickly 
planted, and served by Lieuts Babbitt and Benja¬ 
min. An admirable range was taken, and the 
first then dislodged a body of cavalry from a grove 
a mile and a half distant. We continued to fire 
both guns, and the general ordered Ayres, late of 
Sherman’s battery, to advance and join in the fire. 
No rifles were fired for half an hour, though with 
the aid of our glasses we could see bodies of men 
coining down the hill from Manassas and else¬ 
where, and apparently filing into the woods; hut 
at 1 o’clock a battery of four guns opened directly 
on our position from the edge of the woods. We 
saw then that we had started the game. The 
range had evidently been taken long ego by the 
enemy, for grape-shot fell hot and heavy. Brack¬ 
ett’s cavalry was drawn up in the rear of our 
gnus, and two privates were dismounted by the 
first fire. 

‘•Rchardson’s brigade now came up, and Gen 
Tyler gave 'them permission to reconiroiter the 
woods to the right and left, and, if possible, to 
take the enemy's guns, which had been silenced 
fbr some minutes. Our column advanced unaer 
cover of the rolling ground, on the left, and along 
the nearest range of the curve of forest on this 
side. The Massachusetts first regiment led the 
vaa, followed by the Michigan second, third and 
fi th. The twelfth New York lay in reserve. The 
comma moved forward, stretching across the 
field, and declined to the extreme right near the 
location of the battery. The msjorny dashed in¬ 
to the wood m fine order on the left and center. 
For a while ali was stiiL We could see our skir¬ 
mishers advance close to the place from which 
their shos came, and fancied tha^the enemy had 
rctteared on the Junction. It was now precisely 
2 o’clock. Suddenly there were scattered mus¬ 
ket shots in the densest woods, under cover of 
which the Michigan regiment and part of the 
Massachusetts regiment were invisible. There 
followed one or two rolls of volleys by platoon. 
'They are at it,' said the general. ‘Indeed they 
are,’ was the reply. In a few minutes the most 
rapid and tremendous musketry practice conceiv¬ 
able was going on in the wooes. It was evident 
that the enemy were ambuscaded in great force. 
Brackett's cavalry dosed down to the edge of the 
woods. Wounded men began to be brought out 
to the ambulances in the fields, and the reserve 
was ordered to plunge into the woods to support 
theadvasce: 

“Two field howitzers were also detailed from 
Ayres’ battery, and swiftly disappeared in the 
woods. They opened fire at once, end were re¬ 
plied to by the enemy’s cannon which had been 
evidently moved to the left of their morning posi¬ 
tion. The platoon firing also redoubled in force. 
Our men firingac fearfuldisadvantage, their ranks 
breaking among the trees, while the enemy, lying 
in rifle trenches and behind embankments, fired 
with great regularity and terrific slaughter. They 
must have used many thousand rounds of car¬ 
tridges in the engagement. Companies F, G and 
H, of the Massachusetts First, wbo were on the 
right, led by Col Wells, were tbe first to follow 
the skirmishers into the woods, and cleared tbe 
enemy's advance before them, 8 adders ly they 
were subjected to a fire from three different points, 
and many of their men fell. The rest stood their 
grouno until they got into the cross fire of yhfl 
Michigan regiment, and then retreated in some 
disorder. The two howitzers which entered the 


woods, commanded by Capt Ayres, did not fire 
upon a body of secessionists, supposing them to 
be friends, but passed by them, and also fell into 
a terrible musketry fire. Capt Brackett of the 
cavalry, who was close by, says that in all hiB 
Mexican experience he never saw such a tempest 
of bate. Ayres served his guns with grape ana 
canister till his ammunition was exhausted and 
then retired, bringing the howitzers with him. 
None of the Massachusetts companies, except the 
three above mentioned, participated^ in the fight. 

The artillery men numbered only eighteen in all, 
including Ayres and Lieut Lorsine, the latter of 
whom was slightly wounded. All the horses 
were killed, and the men dragged the guns out 
themselves. For an hour the final cannonading 
on both sides was terrific. Our shells burst ali 
among the enemy, and their loss must be severe; 
as by appearances half of Beauregard’s army 
were in the thickets. The place of retreating was 
so narrow that ic was impossible to get out of the 
enemy’s fire.” 

BIwtterings of the Coming Storm. 

The opponents of the rebellion in the South, 
who have been for some time silenced by the reign 
of terror, are beginning to find courage to speak 
again. The New Orleans True Delta, which vig¬ 
orously opposed secession until Louisiana voted 
itself out of the Union, but has since argued on 
the rebel side, has begun again to express its dis¬ 
satisfaction with the course of things. It uses 
language now that it would not have dared use 
one month ago, and it doubtless expresses the 
thoughts and feelings of a large portion of the 
people of New Orleans and Louiiiana. The follow¬ 
ing paragraphs from a late number of the Delta 
show that they are getting glimpses of the true 
state of things“The people themselves have, up 
to this tune, in spite of the ignorance and cupid¬ 
ity of local, and the passiveness of general au¬ 
thority, done ail that the greatest zeal and intelli¬ 
gence and liberality could accomplish, but they 
cannot go on doing so, while, too, they see their 
substance daily lavishly wasted, and their mate¬ 
rial resources squandered without anything to 
show for it. If this state is to be taken as a sam¬ 
ple of the way things have been conducted, what 
do we see? A treasury, which a few monihs ago 
was full to repletion, now collapsed, a great eity 
comparatively defenseless, a people full of chival¬ 
rous feeling discouraged, an ardent and zealous 
local militia disappointed and disgusted, and while 
all this is notoriously so, the imbecility which has 
produced it is perpetually taxing its ingenuity 
to devise some new expedients, finding ; 
fresh pretexts for rewarding hangers-on 
of disgraceful antecedents, or effete and 
useless appendages of the old militia system. 
We have - incontrovertibly shown that the men 
who have managed to get the country into the 
war have shown themselves incapable of carrying 
it safely and honorably through it, and that so far 
since its initiation all that has been done has 
sprang from the zeal, enthusiasm and generous 
liberality of the people; while in this and other 
states much of the burden and the performance, 
too, have been mainly assumed and borne by 
those who were unconvinced of the propriety or 
wisdom of what has been done. At the very 
outset of their proceedings, our readers wili recol¬ 
lect how urgently we pressed the provisional 
managers of the revolutionary movement to make 
adequate exertions to preserve the country, then 
committed to a war of uncertain duration and 
enormous magnitude, from the possibility ef dis¬ 
aster. defeat and disgrace, by at once' making 
suitable provision for placing an army in the field 
and sustaining it there. We implored the body 
which, without popular warrant, has constituted 
itself the government, not to be guilty of the dan¬ 
gerous folly of provoking a bloody and ruthless 
war, without making all the provision necessary 
to conduct it with energy, intelligence and success. 
They re-enacted the iniquitous tariff system, sad¬ 
dled the country with an army of useless stipen¬ 
diaries, and sent three missionaries upon a bootless 
errand - and with a roving commission to J Europe. 
Is it proposed to continue such men In power, or 
are the people to awake to the necessity of find¬ 
ing the men for the cabinet and the field who 
are capable of extricating them with honor and 
success from the difficulties which surround them ? 
The men in possession of power have, it will be 
seen, absolutely established, by their own acts, 
their utter unfitness for the places they have suc¬ 
ceeded somehow or other in reaching; and at this 
very moment, when tho enemy occupies our ter¬ 
ritory and desecrates the home of our brethren; 
when a force of two hundred thousand hostile 
bayonets are establishing themselves at vulnera¬ 
ble points on our frontiers, they seem to be with¬ 
out any other plan for replenishing the exchequer 
of the confederate stales than the eleemosynary 
scheme of persuading a few planters to promise 
to invest a portion of their unsaleable crops in 
the bonds they are issuing, without any real guar¬ 
anty of current interest or ultimate redemption.” 
Am tics or a Zouave Pri«aner. 

The Richmond papers tell of a New York fire 
Zouave who wa3 caught and taken to Fairfax. 
When carried before Beauregard, he manifested 
his contempt for that chieftain by putting his 
thumb to his nose and gyrating with his fingers. 
Being ordered under confinement, he turned about 
suddenly, kicked a colonel who stood near in the 
stomach so hard that he sat down, knocked the 
corporal who had him in charge head over heels, 
and invited Beauregard to “ come on and get 
lammed,” declaring that “if he didn’t have a 
muss he’ll spile.”

Charleston papers of the 12-h contain articles 
from the N. Y. Tribune, abusing the administra¬ 
tion and Gen Scott, which afford just aid and 
comfort to the rebels.

The old steamer Gordon and three schooners 
are now being fitted out at Charleston for priva¬ 
teering.

J. W. Murphy, an iron builder of Philadelphia, 
has invented a new military bridge, which is 
about to be submitted to the federal government. 
The object of this bridge is to enable a division of 
tbe army to cross streams where bridges have 
been destroyed, or at points where the enemy 
would not be Jiieiy to expect a visit from armed 
men. The whoto bridge, 800 feet long, can be 
conveyed in fourteen wagons, and put up in one 
hour, by 100 men trained for the purpose. Its 
strength will be such that a large army, wiih ar¬ 
tillery, & 2 .j may be passed over in a short time. 


Tiiit to JOLonlreal. 

Correspondence of The Republican. 

Montreal, C. E-, July 12,1861. 

In the midst of wars and minors of wars, will a 
peaceful invasion of Canada interest you? We 
came up the Connecticut valley through the hop 
fields and struggling com of southern Vermont, 
in hearing of the many railway whistles of Rut¬ 
land, and as the sun declined throw our dusty 
selves under the cool verandah of the Lake House 
in the delightful town of Burlington. It was a 
hot day, and in thoughtful review of the day’s 
ride, thanks were uprising for that sprinkler of the 
great dusty throat-thoroughfare which a lad drove 
through the train, and non-thanks for the ill-ven¬ 
tilated cars. Two hundred miles in eight hours; 
this swift rolling over the iron track is a marvel¬ 
lous fact after all. Wo common mortals beat old 
Salmoneus and lii3 brazen bridge in imitating the 
thunder of Jove; and how we go! to sit astride 
the swiftest eannon ball ever fired is nothing to 
the tremendous force of which we form one hun¬ 
dred and fifty lbs. avoirdupois. The broadsides 
of all Uncle Sam’s navy would scarce have made 
finer kindling of a wayside cottage, than should 
we if some bit of steel as large as your thumb-nail 
had given away. But the ride and this healthy 
lake breeze has made supper more attractive than 
a dissertation on mechanics, and we yield. 

On the summit of the slope rising from the lake 
are the grounds of the Vermont University; on 
the high dome of the principal building,—a long, 
narrow, rectangular college, brick-solid,—is r 
view “surpassed by none in the United States;' 
the eye sweeps acres of lake and fruitful valley; 
on the east me Camel’s Rump leads the long line 
of green hills, and on the west, are the yet more 
varied ridges of the Adirondack. 

The morrow morning found us enjoying the 
cool oxygen over the mountain-environed waters 
of Champlain to Platts burg. This place looks a 
trifle shabby, as though not quite recovered from 
the wkr; so the want of special attraction and a 
three hours’ delay of the cars gave capital oppor¬ 
tunity to imagine the scene of 1814, when the 
British land forces were attacking the intrenched 
Yankees, five to one, and the nearly equal naval 
forces at the same time were hurling fiery death 
at each other just off that little promontory. 

But the cars are away, and so are we, through 
a stumpy, uncivilized region; a whistle, a break 
up, a lock ahead, and a chance to make a Nor¬ 
walk leap is right before us; the high water has 
carried off the bridge; we scramble out, cross on 
a plank, mount a hand car piled with passengers 
and packages, and hasten by a two-Erin power to 
connect with the great northern train for Rouse’s 
Point; we get the train and a wetting about the 
same time, and rapidly reach the head of the 
lake. Here the U. S. government, with its usual 
foresight, built fortifications to the tune of $400,- 
000, and then, making a more careiul survey, 
found they were in Canada, and let them fall to 
rains. 

Late iu the evening the island city of Montreal 
was reached. The city of a hundred thousand, 
the most populous and charming of the Canadas, 
is situated on the south slope of Mi Royal, which 
gives it name, upon a large island at the conflu¬ 
ence of the Ottawa with the St Lawrence; the 
whole island in cultivation and fertiiiiy is the very 
garden ol Canada. The dark waters of the Ot¬ 
tawa, washing the unsurpassed solid limestone 
quays of the city, flow side by side with the trans¬ 
parent waves of the St Lawrence for many a nuie, 
before they unite at alL No warehouses line the 
river, such as make American rivers unsightly, 
but a broad terrace with stone parapets keeps the 
wharves open. 

So much accustomed to the waving stars and 
stripes, we waked up half homesick at seeing 
the Union Jaek on mast and pole and rope. The 
Great Eastern with Its load of red coats had just 
been telegraphed at Quebec, and the people were 
as excited as their easy natures permitted to know 
how the Yankees regarded this increase of force; 
they were incredulous and not a little chagrined 
on beisg assured that “the states” regarded it 
with entire indifference; that its announcement in 
Massachusetts has not aroused a tithe of the ex¬ 
citement which the papers and people of Montreal 
msirfested. This idea of Canadian importance 
crops out continually. 

Yon have heard of the rapids in the St Law¬ 
rence; so had we, and our first move was to rake 
the cars to some station above the rapids and 
connect with a steamer going down. At first, 
nothing is noticed only an increased rapidity in 
the current, but wild and roaring waters are seen 
ahead; quietly the single helmsman is reinforced 
by one and another, till eight brawny hands 
grasp the wheel and we shoot into the foam like 
an arrow; the engines are stopped, excitement is 
pictured on the countenance, the grasp on the 
deck railing tightens, a chflly stillness creeps 
over us, it seems impossible to go down between 
those recks, and if we do, nothing can keep us 
from that rock dead ahead; the white waves 
seethe and whirl around us like mad* for a mo- I 
meat I have the exhilaration of Poe’s navigator i 
of the maelstroom, bat only for a moment, for 1 
the stoical Indian gives the word and we glide in¬ 
to the peaceful stream below. We glide down 
past Nun’s island, and Victoria bridge suddenly 
comes in view; quickly we are under the gigantic 
middle span and land at Montreal wharf again. 

Shall we step back and take a longer look at 
this greatest bridge in the world? Imagine a 
square iron boiler, seven thousand feet long, 
strongly rivetted and braced, built on twenry- 
four stone piers, eighty feet above and twenty 
below tbe water, wi;h a single wide track of the 
Grand Trunk railroad and a side-walk running 
through the tube; the top is tinned to prevent 
rust, and sections ef the-tube slide into each 
other, like the cylinders of a spy-glass, so as to 
give free expansion and contraction. The bridge 
spans the St Lawrence one and three-fouxvns 
miles from shore to shore; was five years in build¬ 
ing; was dedicated by the Prince of Wales last 
year, though it had been used for six months be¬ 
fore; cost seven and a half millions of dollars. 
The difficulty of the work was to build on solid 
rock through a deep stream flawing seven miles 
an hour, and through ths sand, loose boulders 
and ham pan of the river’s bed. 

As we stroll back to Die city the two towers 
which were seen far off oh the river still haunt 
the vision, and so they will anywhere in the city; 
let us make toward them and we find they are a 
part of the great French cathedral, a grey stone 
edifice of incomplete design of a Maltese cross, 
255 feet in length by half that in width, with 
double towers 240 feet high; in the left sower is a 
chime of bells, in the right is the largest bell in 
America, 24,000 lbs in weight; from the top of 
tins rower is tae finest bird’s eye view of the city. 
On the inside of the church are double galleries on 
three sides, 1244 pews for 10,000 persons, who can 
disperse in a few minutes by several doors; the in¬ 
side is poorly finished, has a noble organ not half 
cased, and scarce notiung gorgeous unless it be a 
large stained glass window, caricaturing the 
apostles and saints in rainbow colors at an ex¬ 
pense of S2Q00- 

We pass out of the dingy cavern, across the 
little park with its sparkling jet d 7 ecui y nonce the 
fine Corinthian front of the Montreal bank, pass 
down Notre Dame street, built when cleanliness 
and pure sir were not indulged in, and come to 
the dilapidated Nelson or a dilapidated column 
resting on a dilapidated base, whose fonr sides 
record the lord’s victories, while the whole struc¬ 
ture records the victories of time and Canadian 
frosts. As one wanders through the narrow 
streets, lined by rusty stone buildings, with their 
naxrow French windows, tin roofs and heavy iron 
shutters, without a sight of wood except in a few 
miserable fences, he can scarcely convince himself 
that this is not an old city, and that many a Con¬ 
necticut valley town had a fair start when this 
was an Indian village, little more than a century 
ago. Since tbe great fire of 1852, which destroy¬ 
ed 1400 buildings, no wooden structure has been 
allowed in tbe city limits. Bending our course to 
the eastward down St Paul’s street we come to 
the largest building in Montreal, known as the 
CS?y Hall or Bonsecour’s market, moromteresting 
on the outside to-day, for the farmers in quaint 
costumes are gathered to sell their produce, 
which they do with all the gesture and vocifera¬ 
tion of a 8ophomoric orator. 

The clock is striking twelve, and we follow a 
little cluster of strangers into a dreary stone 
building, the Grey Nunnery; we have but time to 
glance at a few old paintings from New Testament 


the servitor showed us around the hospital, where 
the sisters were caring for the halt and the maimed; 
many a poor unfortunate blesses them, and so lei 

The time of our visit to the city is fortunate, 
for the annual fair of fruits and flowers is taking 
place at the Crystal Palace. This is a folio edi¬ 
tion of the New York palace, built with spacious 
dome and double galleries for the reception^ of 
“the prince,” and to be retained as an exhibition 
hall. The tables were fragrant and beautiful with 
the finest fuchias, calceolarias and verbenas, pan¬ 
sies as large as saucers, and England’s glories 
banging like crystal ear drops; beyond were Wil¬ 
son’s and Hooker’s seedlings as luscious as ever 
palate longed for, while Victoria rhubarb, tall as a 
com stalk and large as one’s arm, ta n tal i zed the 
pie loving mortal. 

Next door to the palace, the “open sesame of 
all Canada, a quarter unlocked the Museum of 
Natural History and showed a large seal and 
small whale caught in the harbor, a brace of pan¬ 
thers, half a dozen bears and numerous lesser fe¬ 
rocities from the Canadian forests. 

Across the way stands by far the most graceful 
edifice in Montreal, the English cathedral, where 
we attended ordination service on Sunday morn¬ 
ing- It is in the cruciform stjle of the medieval 
Gothic, and is a model of ecclesiastical architec¬ 
ture; handsomely furnished, having a magnifi¬ 
cent organ built in England, and is capable of 
seating about five thousand. 

Now for a ten-mile ride around Mount Royal, 
with a call at the Mountain cemetery to see its 
conservatory and flower garden, its Scotch gran¬ 
ite surpassing Parian marble in finish, and its one 
hundred and tvremy broad acres of copse and 
lawn which rivals the most picturesque of Ameri¬ 
can forest homes; on around the base of the 
mountain, through the “five miles of palatial 
villas”; we have “done” Montreal and are ready 
for Quebec. e. b. p. 


From Wasliiiigtoii. 

The supplementary tariff bill, which has passed 
the House, fixes the daty on coffee at 5c per lb., 
tea 15c per lb., raw sugar 2ic per lb., currants 5c, 
pepper 6c per lb., raisins 5c, ginger 3c, cloves 6c, 
salt in bulk 12c per 100 lbs. It does not change 
the duty on iron. 

The committee of ways and means have pre¬ 
pared a hill for levying a direct tax of thirty mil¬ 
lions and for special taxes on varicus articles ef 
luxury. The proportion of this state is $1,236,- 
872, of Connecticut $462,321, of Vermont $316,- 
602, of New York $3,905,878. The amount levied 
on the rebel states is $7,780,945. Is provides for a 
corps of assessors and collectors. The bill also 
proposes to tax stills, boilers, and other utensils 
used in distilling spirituous liquors, 15 cents on 
every gallon of capacity. Fermented and malt 
liquors are to be taxed 5 oems on a gallon, and 
spirituous liquors 10 cents on a gallon. Vehicles 
used exclusively for the transportation of mer¬ 
chandise are to he free, but carriages are to be 
taxed; those valued at $50 are to be taxed $1; 
those over $1000 will be taxed $50, with interme¬ 
diate rates in proportion to the value of the 
vehide. 

The resolution of Mr Ashley of Ohio, looking 
to the future reorganization of the supreme 
court, makes it the duty of the interior depart¬ 
ment to gather statistics respecting tbe amount of 
business performed on tbe different judicial cir¬ 
cuits. These returns will show that the slave 
states have had three times the number of judges 
to the amount of business, and will also show 
conclusively that the northern and western states 
are entitled to several new judges. 

There is a report that the British government, 
acting in concert with that of France, is about to 
request of the United States government the ex¬ 
emption of one southern cotton port from the 
blockade, so that they may get needful supplies 
of the staple. The idea has been-discusse l for 
seme time past among leading English journals, 
doubtless with a view to testing the temper of our 
people, and the probable reception which such a 
demand will encounter. Of course such a propo¬ 
sition would not be listened to, and it is not prob¬ 
able that it will be made.

From Washington. 

Washington, July 21.—Special to Herald .— 
Official dispatches say wo have taken three bat¬ 
teries, in the form of * crescent, numbering 19 
guns. 

It ia known that Manassas Junction Is sup¬ 
plied with water by a canal from Bull’s Run; 
this will now be cut oflf, leaving them entirely 
without water for their cavatry, that a. most 
brilliant victory has been achieved by our gal¬ 
lant troops there is no doubt. 

High praise is tcstcweil on the Fire Zouaves 
and the 69ih. It is reported that the former 
met the Louisiana Zouaves anil .routed them, 
and captured their colors; that the men of the 
69th stripped to the skin,except their pints,and 
pitched into the fight regardless of fatigue or 
personal safety. 

LATER. 

Gen. McDowell telegraphs everything ia com¬ 
pletely routed from Bull’s Run, retreating to¬ 
wards Manassas, leaving their batteries in 
possession of the Union forces. 

Fighting commenced at 3 o’clock thi3 morn¬ 
ing and continued most desperately till 2 this 
P. M. Rebels were driven back inch by inch, 
leaving their dead on the field. 

Loss of life on both sides was frightful—our 
troops behaved most gallantly and guns were 
very effectual. 

Whole force ou both sides is said to have 
been engaged. Gen. Johnston having joined 
the Rebels, as previously stated, making Gen. 
Beauregard’s force about *9,009. It ia supposed 
rhe Rebels will suffer greatly at Manassas for 
lack of water. 

The lleraU'e correspondent says, when 1 left 
the field of battle I saw rebels flying in vast 
numbers Great enthusiasm throughout oar 
ranks. Jeff. Darts is understood to be at' Ma- 
nassa3 Junction. 

Col. Cowden’a Massachusetts 1st regiment 
were? fired on by the rebel pickets several times 
03 they slept on the road on their horses. 

Times correspondent—Washington 21—Mid¬ 
night—The battle has been one of the severest 
ever fought on this continent- Up to 2 o’clock, 
our troops had driven the enemy a distance 
of nearly two miles. 

As the enemy fell back from one position it 
was only to anoLher equally strong,anil at every 
point fresh reinforcements were poured in al¬ 
most without limit as to number. 

There can be no doubt that their force wae 
at least double onrs. Fire Zonaves were terri¬ 
bly cot up. While drawn up to make an attack 
they were assailed by a_concealed battery with 
a strong support on their flank and were forced 
to break. 

It is said both Cot. Farnham and Lt. John 
Cniger are killed, but it may not prove true. 
The latter at all events was severely wounded. 

Members and Senators who come in as civil¬ 
ians vary in their estimates of killed from 300 
to 3000. Facts cannot yet be ascertained.
